Suspect charged in fatal dog mauling discusses lawsuit, life in jail

R obert Noel thought he dodged a bul¬ 
let. 

On Friday, July 27, he returned to 
his home for the past four months, the San 
Francisco County jail, and was told that the 
wrongful death lawsuit brought against him 
by Sharon Smith had been thrown out of 
court. The source was a fellow inmate who 
had been working in the laundry room when 
he heard the news on TV. 

“I don’t know whether it was in the 
broadcasting of the report or whether it was 
in the perceiving of the report that the wires, 
got crossed,” Noel told the Bay Area Reporter 
in a jailhouse interview the following day. 
“But that was the first time I heard the judge 
made any sort of decision. And then at 4 o’- 
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clock they put the TV on here. I asked the 
deputy to put it on so we could watch the 
news and saw what the decision was from 
Channel 4.” 

The decision made headlines across the 
country as a landmark victory for the rights 
of gay couples. San Francisco Superior Court 
Judge A. James Robertson allowed Smith, the 
partner of dog mauling victim Diane Whip¬ 
ple, to proceed with her wrongful death law¬ 
suit against Noel, 60, and his wife, Marjorie 
Knoller, 46, the keepers of the two dogs in¬ 
volved in the deadly attack. The judge agreed 
with Smith’s attorney that the current state 
law barring unmarried couples from suing 
for wrongful death violated the equal pro¬ 
tection provisions of the California Consti¬ 
tution because it’s not legal for same-sex 
couples to marry. 

“I think Robertson has created a lot of 
problems that he hasn’t anticipated,” said 
Noel. “For example, if you define spouse just 
in terms of a same-sex couple who are com¬ 
mitted, what does that do to the related def¬ 
initions of spouse in the probate court that 
provide for intestate succession? Because the 
wrongful death relies primarily on the pro¬ 
bate code for its definitions for who can 
maintain wrongful death actions.” 

Intestate succession is the legal term for 
the way the courts divide property when 
someone dies without leaving a will. 

“I think he would have been on much 
sounder legal ground if he had taken the po¬ 
sition that a same-sex couple that is regis¬ 
tered as domestic partners under the provi¬ 
sions of Section 297 of the family code could 
maintain that action,” said Noel. “There you 
got a clear statement by both partners of the 
relationship as to their intention and it’s a 
matter of public record. But just to say be¬ 
cause two people are living together, they 
may be committed to one another, therefore 
they’re spouses, I think [is wrong].” 

Noel said that he and Knoller strongly 
support gay rights and he supports the pas-

S mile, if you’re a guy kissing a guy. You 
may be under surveillance by the Oak¬ 
land Police Department. 

Charles Bisbee, owner of the gay Bench & 
Bar Cabaret, says he’s fighting against an ef¬ 
fort by Oakland’s city government and police 
department to close down his popular dance 
bar. The bar has been under police surveil¬ 
lance at least twice - as recently as May - fol¬ 
lowing complaints from a nearby apartment 
building about noise, public sex at an adjacent 
parking lot, and other issues. 

One of the items reported by officers watch¬ 
ing the establishment late at night is mouth-to- 
mouth, male-to-male osculation, although the 
police referred to it as two males kissing. 

Bisbee is facing a hearing on suspension or 
revocation of the permit for his cabaret at 120 
11th Street, based on the neighbors’com¬ 
plaints as documented by police. The details 
are spelled out in the public hearing notice. 

The hearing is scheduled for this Wednes¬ 
day, August 15, according to a letter to Bisbee 
from Administrative Hearing Officer Larry 
Carroll. 

Carroll was away and could not be reached 
by press time. 

Support welcomed 

Bisbee is encouraging attendance at the 
hearing by supporters and told the Bay Area 
Reporter , “I expect a full house.” He said the 
cabaret is a “seven-day gay bar and weekday 
restaurant.” 

The hearing notice draws on a series of po-

sage of AB25, the bill introduced by Assem¬ 
blywoman Carole Migden (D-San Francis¬ 
co) that would give gay couples comparable 
rights in civil cases. 

“I have no problems with the Legislature 
amending the law, the wrongful death 
statute, to include registered domestic part¬ 
ners,” Noel said, “because I think then you 
avoid all the other problems you might have 
when you define who counts in intestate suc¬ 
cession in the probate code.” 

Noel told the B.A.R. he was confident the 
ruling would be overturned on appeal and 
he believes Robertson’s decision may be po¬ 
litically motivated.

Proposed Halloween 
parade given cold shoulder 
by Castro merchants

oncern about drawing even 
more people to the already 
overflowing “unofficial” 
Halloween festivities in the Castro 
has led residents and merchant 
groups to come out strongly 
against a proposed Halloween pa¬ 
rade that would take place in the 
area. 

At last Thursday’s meeting of 
the Merchants of Upper Market 
and Castro, members voted unan¬ 
imously to oppose the plan as pre¬ 
sented by Jim Lightsey of the New 
Heritage Foundation. Lightsey’s 
group, which produces the popu¬ 
lar Hell Ball event, had proposed a 
“March of Light” parade on Hal¬ 
loween that would start at the 
LGBT Community Center, contin¬ 
ue to Market and Castro, and then 
loop back along Market before 
ending at Church Street. It was the 
route more than anything else that 
had local merchants seeing red. 

For years, the Castro District 
has been the site of a massive un¬ 
official Halloween party. Mer¬ 
chants long ago stopped officially 
sponsoring the event out of liabil¬ 
ity concerns, but thousands of 
partygoers continue to come to 
the Castro each year, forcing mer¬ 
chants to shell out money for 
added security, Porta Potties, and

crowd control. The city’s “official” 
Halloween event is held in Civic 
Center. That party started several 
years ago, but has never succeed¬ 
ed in drawing people away from 
the Castro as organizers had orig¬ 
inally envisioned. 

“We’ve tried Civic Center for a 
number of years and failed miser¬ 
ably,” said San Francisco Police 
Captain Ron Roth, who oversees 
the Mission Station, which serves 
'the Castro. 

The thought of a third event - 
the Halloween parade - had both 
merchants and police concerned 
about safety issues and crowd 


control. Roth said that police are 
already stretched to the limit try¬ 
ing to cover the Castro and Civic 
Center venues on Halloween. 
Covering a third venue would be 
nearly impossible, he added. 

Lightsey told the Bay Area Re¬ 
porter on Tuesday, August 7 that 
despite the overwhelming opposi¬ 
tion expressed by members of 
three Castro-based organizations, 
the foundation was committed to 
trying to stage the event this year 
but was looking at alternative 
dates and alternative routes. 

“We’re committed to making 
this happen, but this year with 
running into so many complica¬ 
tions, we’re looking at alterna¬ 
tives,” Lightsey said. 

He did not rule out having 
some sort of parade or march on 
Halloween. 

At the August 2 MUMC meet¬ 
ing, several speakers voiced their 
support for the idea of a parade 
featuring costumed participants, 
but they were adamant against the 
event coming to the Castro and 
expressed doubt that by looping 
around Market and heading to 
Church Street, the parade would 
succeed in drawing people away 
from the Castro District. Addi¬ 
tionally, many business people 
asked, where would those people 
go when they got to the end of the

^|P he small dressing rooms in 
ft the back of the store were 
SI empty, as were the racks that 
used to hold countless T-shirts 
and other clothing items. High 
Gear, the store at the corner of 
19th and Castro streets, was in the 
midst of its “going out of busi¬ 
ness” sale last week, as owner 
Dean Holland and manager Peter 
Camacho got ready to call it quits 
after decades of business. 

“I’ve been here nearly 20 years 
and want to take a break,” Holland 
told the Bay Area Reporter Friday, 
August 3. He said that he wanted to 
emphasize that his landlords have 
been “really nice,” and that the 
store’s closing was in no way relat¬ 
ed to a rent increase or eviction. 

“We’ve got really good land¬ 
lords; it’s nothing like that,” he 
added.

San Francisco Police 
adopt TG rights policy

fears of messy debate and 
protest over the San Francis¬ 
co Police Department’s 
treatment of transgender people 
may soon be on a smoother road, 
as training guidelines for officers 
and the procedures for enforcing 
them were approved within vari¬ 
ous city departments over the past 
week. 

Last Wednesday, August 1, the 
Police Commission passed a poli¬ 
cy recommendation drafted by 
the Office of Citizen’s Complaints 
that outlines the areas where gen¬ 
der identity discrimination can be 
abated on the police force. Pushed 
through by Police Commissioner 
Dennis Herrera with the help of 
the OCC and the San Francisco 
Human Rights Commission, the 
policy directs the Police Depart¬ 
ment to train new recruits and ex¬ 
perienced officers on matters like 
using the correct pronouns during 
questioning and exhibiting appro¬ 
priate behavior, problems that 
tend to characterize the tone of 
current tensions between cops 
and transgender individuals. 

“Situations that happen now 
include officers using incorrect 
pronouns and asking transgen¬ 
ders for their ‘real names,’ or acci¬ 
dentally taking a wig off while try¬ 
ing to subdue somebody,” accord¬ 
ing to openly transgender Human 
Rights Commissioner Theresa 
Sparks, who noted that being per¬ 
ceived as transgender still can 
translate into being perceived as a 
sex worker. “I’ve been stopped in 
the Tenderloin on the way to din¬ 
ner. Stuff like this is intimidation 
and harassment and needs to 
stop.” 

Sparks said the adopted guide¬ 
lines aim to address “the first 60, 
seconds” of contact between an 
officer and transgender person. 

“Our attitude is if we can dif¬ 


fuse the situation, we can keep vi¬ 
olence from occurring,” said 
Sparks. “If we can set a tone of re¬ 
spect up front, then a lot of what 
presently makes a lot of these re¬ 
lationships deteriorate can be 
avoided.” 

The policy invites personnel 
from the Human Rights Commis¬ 
sion, Community United Against 
Violence, and other organizations 
to participate in the training of of¬ 
ficers. It also standardizes police 
reports to allow for complete doc¬ 
umentation for people who use 
various male and female aliases. 
At minimum, the policy will de¬ 
velop new police recruit screening 
methodology, standardized proto¬ 
cols, training for experienced offi¬ 
cers, and enhanced sensitivity 
training at the police academy. A 
joint task force comprised of po¬ 
lice and human rights commis¬ 
sioners, the SFPD, the OCC, and 
the relatively new Transgender 
Civil Rights Implementation Task 
Force will be formed immediately 
to oversee the policy’s implemen¬ 
tation. A resolution introduced by 
Supervisor Mark Leno on Mon¬ 
day, August 6, affirms the board’s 
commitment to making sure the 
policy is implemented promptly. 

“The joint task force will help 
to develop specific language to 
further the implementation 
process, and the Board of Super¬ 
visors will sort of be looking over 
the Police Department’s shoulder 
and making sure it’s all moving 
forward,” according to Sparks, 
who credits Herrera with driving 
the new policy through the police 
commission. 

“Dennis really took the bull by 
the horns here,” she said. 

Herrera, originally confronted 
almost two years ago at a Harvey 
Milk LGBT Democratic Club 
event with statistics and stories of 
transgender abuse by police, said 
he pledged to do something about 
the situation and is glad that there 


was finally some movement on 
the issue. Although the policy had 
been in the works for a while, re¬ 
cent developments - including a 
Pride Parade protest of the SFPD 
contingent by the group TransAc- 
tion, and a report issued by CUAV 
showing that half of all anti¬ 
transgender hate crimes continue 
to be committed by police - 
helped to get the issue some at¬ 
tention. 

“It was much needed and long 
overdue, and it really represents 
some collaborative team work,” 
Herrera, a candidate for city attor¬ 
ney, told the Bay Area Reporter. 
“I’m happy with it. It’s a real pos¬ 
itive step and hopefully can build 
credibility and good will among 
all those concerned.” 

Implementation should occur 
within the next 120 days at the lat¬ 
est, according to Sparks, who 
views the new policy as having a 
great effect on the lives of many 
people. 

“The medical benefits we 
passed with the city were largely 
symbolic,” said Sparks, referring 
to the Board of Supervisors’ 
groundbreaking vote earlier this 
year to cover sexual reassignment 
therapies and surgeries for the 
handful of city employees who are 
transgender. “This Police Depart¬ 
ment policy is something that 
passed without a lot of fanfare, 
but with a practical impact that 
speaks volumes on the street.” ▼

The cab was surrounded, the 
armed robber was taken into cus¬ 
tody, and officers recovered the 
bait money and the stolen cash 
that totaled $6,405. The robber 


was taken to Mission Station 
where it was discovered he had an 
outstanding federal warrant for 
his arrest. 

Lady and the tramp 

Dolores Park, July 26, 9:50 a.m.: 
Two men were drinking in Do¬ 
lores Park when they started 
to argue about how to 
treat women.

The suspects ri¬ 
fled through the victim’s pockets, 
taking $200 in cash, then fled 
westbound on Haight. The rob¬ 
bers are described as African 
American, in their 30s, wearing 
dark clothing. The man was taken 
to San Francisco General Hospital 
where he was treated for his in¬ 
juries and released. 

Poor condition 

Vibrant Health, 2301 Market 
Street, July 24, 12:25 p.m.: A man 
came into the health food store 
and started to look around. The 
owner of the store remembered 
him from a month before as being 
an alleged shoplifter. As the owner 
approached the man to ask him to 
leave, she saw him put five tubes of 
ginseng in his jacket pocket. The 
suspect turned to walk out of the 
store, and the owner quickly 
blocked his path, demanding her 
property back. The thief reached 
into his pocket and gave her one 
tube and then pushed her out of 
the way. The owner said she was 
going to call the police, at which 
point the suspect walked back into 
the store and pushed her again, 
stating, “No you’re not, bitch.” A 
passing citizen who saw the assault 
yelled to the suspect to stop and 
followed him, calling police on his 
cell phone.

Gay man's death ruled accidental overdose

fg on Redmon, a popular 28- 
> year-old San Francisco gay 
typ man who died after spending 
the night at a popular South of 
Market nightclub, died of an acci¬ 
dental drug overdose, according to 
the San Francisco Medical Exam¬ 
iner’s office. 

Redmon had methamphetamine, 
amphetamine, gamma hydroxy bu¬ 
tyric acid (GHB), and ketamine 
(“Special K”) in his blood and urine, 
according to his autopsy report. No 
alcohol was found in his system. 

San Francisco Medical Exam¬ 
iner Dr. Boyd Stephens told the 
Bay Area Reporter that although 
none of the drug dosages found 
were unusually high, the combi¬ 
nation of all the drugs may have 
caused his death. Stephens n'oted 


that any of the drugs by them¬ 
selves also could have been fatal. 

Redmon had a history of using 
so-called club drugs including 
methamphetamines, GHB, and ec¬ 
stasy. Stephens said that Redmon’s 
official cause of death is listed as 
“polypharmacy,” meaning that he 
ingested three or more drugs. 
Stephens noted that Redmon, al¬ 
though found with four drugs in 
his system, may have taken three 
drugs because methamphetamine, 
or speed, metabolizes into am¬ 
phetamine in the body. 

Redmon’s friends believe he was 
also drinking on the night of his 
death. Stephens said although no 
alcohol was found in Redmon’s sys¬ 
tem, he could have been drinking 
earlier in the evening and the alco¬ 
hol could have already worked its 
way out of his blood before he died. 

Redmon was found dead at 


around 10 a.m. on June 16 by his 
roommate. He was brought home 
early that morning by an acquain¬ 
tance after he appeared to be suf¬ 
fering from an overdose, according 
to his roommate and Redmon’s 
close friend, Eric Hall. Redmon 
had been attending the Launch 
venue at the King Street Garage. 

Ironically, Hall said that Red¬ 
mon signed a job offer for well¬ 
paying job with a great future the 
day before he died. According to 
his autopsy report, Redmon was 
in excellent physical condition 
and “appeared to be at or younger 
than his recorded age.” 

Hall told the B.A.R. he hoped 
that in some way, Redmon’s death 
will cause some people to rethink 
the late-night club drug culture and 
encourage people to seek medical 
attention for others who appear to 
be suffering from an overdose. T 
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Permit me this dance

f you can dance in a bar, is it a 
dance bar? 

Right now, the answer is 
yes, but legislation scheduled to go 
before the San Francisco Board of 
Supervisors this Monday, August 
13, would blur that distinction. 

It used to be, some years ago, 
that the only place for boys and 
girls to shake their booties in the 
Castro was at the now-defunct 
Phoenix. According to Terrance 
Alan, chairperson of the San Fran¬ 
cisco Late Night Coalition, the 
owners of the Phoenix had what 
amounted to a permit to print 
money because they had the one, 
and the only, highly coveted 
“dance hall keeper’s permit” in an 
area with the highest concentra¬ 
tion of shaking booties in the 
West, or possibly the world. 

Now, in the Castro, those per¬ 
mits are firmly held by the Cafe 
and Badlands, but Supervisor 
Chris Daly’s legislation would ex¬ 
empt holders of either a “place of 


entertainment” or “place of pub¬ 
lic assembly” permit from needing 
an additional dance permit. This 
would permit venues such as the 
Detour and the Bar on Castro to 
allow dancing. 

“One of the most widely held 
misconceptions about this legisla¬ 
tion is that it would create more 
dance clubs,” said Alan. “Neigh¬ 
bors are up in arms about this, be¬ 
cause they think it will create more 
noisy clubs, but that’s simply not 
true. What if you’re in a bar and a 
song you like comes on and you 
and some friends want to get up 
and do a dance? As it is now, the 
owner of the bar could get in seri¬ 
ous trouble because you did that.” 

Alan said that the objective of 
the legislation is just to make sure 
that there is uniform enforcement 
of other laws and no harassment. 

San Francisco police disagree. 
In a letter to members of the 
Board of Supervisors, Police Chief 
Fred H. Lau said that the dance 
hall keeper’s permit process is one 
of the tools they have to make sure 
that premises are safe and appro¬ 


priate for the neighborhood. Lau 
said that the process provides for 
public hearings before any per¬ 
mits are issued so that neighbors’ 
concerns about noise and crowds 
are addressed. 

“We’ve heard specifically from 
the hip-hop community that get¬ 
ting a permit for that is very dif¬ 
ferent than if you’re the Fair¬ 
mont,” said Bill Barnes, aide to Su¬ 
pervisor Daly. “Historically, there’s 
always been police harassment of 
the LGBT community, although I 
certainly don’t mean to say that 
that is the case today. It’s a really 
duplicative permitting process. By 
streamlining the process, we are 
freeing up valuable resources in 
the Police Department for more 
important activities.” 

Whatever the rhetoric sur¬ 
rounding this contentious issue, 
because every venue which can 
legally house events for more than 
50 people already has a public as¬ 
sembly permit and could allow 
dancing if the measure passes, 
look for some shake-ups in the bar 
scene around San Francisco. T 


SF LGBT center losing interim 
director, gaining Hormel largesse

s it moves toward opening in 
the fall, the San Francisco 
LGBT Community Center 
Project has announced a $100,000 
matching challenge grant from for¬ 
mer Ambassador James C. Hormel. 

“This wonderful new center 
will be an important facility for 
the city and will provide a special 
focal point for the LGBT commu¬ 
nity,” Hormel said in a statement. 
“I encourage all San Franciscans 
to invest in the founding of this 
historic civic institution ... I’m 
convinced that the center will be 
an invaluable asset for improving 
the lives of all who use it.” 

Meanwhile, the center’s board 
has begun a search for top officers, 
including a replacement for inter¬ 
im Executive Director Mike Mar¬ 
shall, who departed his post last 
week after a three-month contract 
extension. Marshall has turned 
over the reins to long-time LGBT 
activist Oren Slozberg. 

“It’s been a real joy and honor 
to be involved in this project,” 
Marshall said. “I look forward to 
returning from a long vacation in 
September and participating in 
the planning of the opening of the 
center. 

“It’s incredibly generous ... to 
have a matching grant from some¬ 


one with the stature of Ambas¬ 
sador Hormel,” Marshall added. 

Under the challenge grant, 
Hormel will match donations of 
$1,000 to $2,500- up to $100,000- 
from new founders who pledge fi¬ 
nancial support by October 31. The 
grant program started last week. 

Currently the center is also re¬ 
cruiting for directors of develop¬ 
ment; finance and operations; and 
information technology manager, 
among other top posts. A pro¬ 
gram director will also be sought. 

Marshall told the Bay Area Re¬ 
porter that the annual salary for 
the executive director post will be 
in the $90,000 to $120,000 range. 
Other high positions will pay 
around $70,000 to $90,000 per 
year based on experience. 

The search committee includes 
board member Dana Van Gorder; 
Pat Martel, president of the CCP 
board of directors; Kate Kendell, 
executive director of the National 
Center for Lesbian Rights; Brian 
Cheu, executive director of Laven¬ 
der Youth Recreation and Infor¬ 
mation Center; Felicia Park- 
Rogers, executive director of Chil¬ 
dren of Lesbians and Gays Every¬ 
where; Scott Shafer, a program di¬ 
rector for KQED-FM and found¬ 
ing president of the CCP board; 
Eddie Dobbins of Lesbians and 
Gays of African Descent for De¬ 
mocratic Action; Barbara French, 


former board member and princi¬ 
pal of Reputation Management; 
San Francisco City Treasurer Susan 
Leal; and Stacey Jackson of the 
city’s transgender task force, who’s 
employed by Verizon Wireless. 

Once managers hire staffs, the 
executive director will be responsi¬ 
ble for around 40 people and a bud¬ 
get of $2.8 million, Marshall said. 

Ultimately, the center is ex¬ 
pected to generate $600,000 to 
$800,000 annually from renting 
out offices to 23 LGBT organiza¬ 
tions and space to various groups. 

As to funding capital, Marshall 
said the center project has raised 
about $13.4 million. “We have 
about $1.9 million to go,” he said. 

Capital funding includes six 
months of operations. When it’s 
up and running, the center will 
operate 101 hours a week. Mar¬ 
shall said that including vacation 
time, the operation will require 
three shifts, hence the staffing tar¬ 
get of around 40. 

At the moment, Marshall said, 
it looks like the “soft opening” will 
take place in mid- to late-October, 
with a grand opening set for mid- 
November. “We’re about 82 per¬ 
cent done” on the 40,000 square 
foot facility, he said.

SF's CityServices Web site wins award

||% an Francisco’s e-government 
Web site, CityServices, last 
>' week was named one of the 
top 50 e-government projects na¬ 
tionwide by civic.com, a leading 
digital government publication. 

CityServices, initiated two years 
ago by San Francisco Treasurer 
Susan Leal, enables users to con¬ 
duct a wide range of financial 
transactions online. These include 
obtaining property tax information 
and making payments, business tax 
filings, business registration re¬ 
newals, fictitious business name 
searches, ordering certified birth 


and death certificates, and applying 
for electrical and plumbing per¬ 
mits. The Web site (www.cityser- 
vices.sfgov.org) is a self-funding 
model that does not use tax dollars 
to subsidize operations. 

“We’re very honored that our 
staff was recognized for their on¬ 
line initiative,” Leal told the B.A.R. 

She added that feedback from 
customers has been positive. “City- 
Services has advanced the level of 
assistance and convenience that we 
can provide to the citizens of San 
Francisco,” she said. 

The Web site was developed by 
the treasurer’s office in collabora¬ 
tion with other city departments, 
including the Department of 


Telecommunications and Informa¬ 
tion Services. The Web site allows 
customers to conduct business 24 
hours a day, seven days a week. 

“The success of these applica¬ 
tions has paved the way for more 
interactive services to become 
available to the public in the near 
future,” said Liza Lowery, execu¬ 
tive director of DTIS. 

Leal agreed, adding that the 
next step for CityServices would 
be a program to allow people to 
pay parking tickets online. 

The civic.com e-government 
Web site competition was judged 
by a panel of government officials, 
nonprofit professionals, and pri¬

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Boy Scout blowup 


Berkeley’ 

T he flap this week over the city of 
Berkeley’s involvement in hosting Boy 
Scouts from its sister city in Japan, 
Sakai, has once again shown the rift between 
Mayor Shirley Dean and gay City Council 
member Kriss Worthington. 

When Worthington first learned of the 
plan to have a ceremony in City Hall to 
honor the Boy Scout visitors from overseas, 
he asked that it be moved since the Boy 
Scouts of America discriminate against gay 
troop leaders and the Japanese Scouts were 
being hosted by their American counter¬ 
parts. (The Japanese Boy Scouts, in stark 
contrast to the U.S. organization, have no 
policy on gays.) Dean overreacted and an¬ 
nounced that the ceremony would be moved 
to a secret location outside of the city; she 
said it was an effort to spare the Japanese 
guests any of those unpleasant demonstra¬ 
tions for which Berkeley is so well-known. 

Unfortunately, Dean’s decision - which 
local Boy Scout officials failed to explain to 
their Japanese guests - created a furor 
among many heterosexuals. What Dean 
should have done was hold the event in City 
Hall as scheduled and faced the possible in¬ 
formational picket that Worthington had 
thought of organizing; that would have 
given the Japanese visitors a quick lesson in 
American democracy in action and drawn 
attention to the Boy Scouts’ anti-gay poli¬ 
cies. Now, Dean and Worthington are both 
being assailed by callers to talk radio pro¬ 
grams and letter writers to a daily newspa¬ 
per over something the city of Berkeley op¬ 
poses: the Boy Scouts of America’s ban on 
gay troop leaders. Worthington doesn’t 
favor a ban on the Boy Scouts merely being 
present on city property, but he said that the 
now-canceled reception in City Hall would 
have warranted what he termed “an educa¬ 
tional exercise.” 

Of course, the larger issue is the nation¬ 
al Boy Scouts policy and until that is 
changed those involved in scouting will have 
to continue to address the matter, whether 
they want to dr not. The Boy Scouts’ homo¬ 
phobia did not fade quietly into the back¬ 


ground following last summer’s Supreme 
Court ruling nor will it become less of an 
issue as time goes on. The Boy Scouts’ bla¬ 
tant discrimination has galvanized gay or¬ 
ganizations and individuals across 
the country, resulting in a decrease 
in revenue from numerous cor¬ 
porate supporters and declining , 
membership in light of its em¬ 
brace of bigotry. 

Some Scout councils, such as 
one in the Boston area, have adopted 
sort of a “Don’t Ask, Don’t Tell” policy 
in an effort to be inclusive. 

We’re certain that this excep¬ 
tion doesn’t sit well with na¬ 
tional Scout officials and sus¬ 
pect that the Boston council will soon be 
forced to capitulate. 

Scouting groups in Berkeley have taken a 
stand against the Boy Scouts’ ban on gay 
troop leaders. Some parents involved in this 


latest dust-up in Berkeley insist that they are 
not part of the problem, but as long as they 
are involved in the Boy Scouts of America 
and the organization enforces its anti-gay 
stance, they are, indeed, part of the problem. 
Numbers are part of what makes an or¬ 
ganization successful. If the number of 
Boy Scouts continues to decline, per¬ 
haps that would lead to the national 
Boy Scouts re-examining its discrimi¬ 
natory policy. Similarly, if corporations 
and foundations concerned with end¬ 
ing discrimination continue to with¬ 
hold donations from the 
Scouts, that, too, sends a strong 
message to headquarters. If 
parents and kids involved in 
scouting really want to take a stand, it would 
be more courageous for them to leave the 
Boy Scouts and become affiliated with one 
of the many other youth organizations that 
does not discriminate against gays. ▼ 
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Nothing wrong with revisiting 
issues once rejected by voters

T he idea that because the voters reject¬ 
ed a certain measure the issue should 
never again be tackled by our legisla¬ 
tors is absurd, to say the least. It’s an argu¬ 
ment that doesn’t bode well for queer rights 
or any other human rights issue ever reject¬ 
ed by the voters. 

Yes, San Francisco voters rejected Propo¬ 
sition N because of an intentionally mis¬ 
leading campaign financed by Realtors, but 
does that mean that the issue of regulating 
tenancies-in-common should never again 
be addressed by the Board of Supervisors? 

If that’s the case, then since voters reject¬ 
ed gay marriage last Year, our state Legisla¬ 
ture should never consider more rights for 
domestic partners. We trust that those who 
believe in “the will of the voters” will cam¬ 
paign against any future attempts to further 
domestic partners rights in California. Sim¬ 
ilarly, the state must never grant rights for 
immigrants to access social services- (be¬ 
cause of Proposition 187) or for colleges to 
implement affirmative action policies (out¬ 
lawed by Proposition 209). 

To assert this supposed “will of the vot¬ 
ers” iiber alles is to reject the history of so¬ 
cial change in this country. Social change - 
especially in the area of civil rights - has 
often been gained by the repeated pushing 
of ideas that were originally rejected by law¬ 
makers and voters. Take gay rights. How 
many times have simple civil rights laws for 
queers been flatly rejected by referenda? 
Should queers in those municipalities stop 
pressing for their rights in order to honor 
the “will of the voters?” 


Just because voters reject a certain way of 
addressing an issue does not mean they are 
rejecting the issue entirely. If a measure 
came along that proposed to include queers 
in the marriage law, we’re sure that readers 
of this newspaper would support it and re¬ 
ject the “will of the voters” argument of op¬ 
ponents. 

In the same vein, Supervisor Jake Mc- 
Goldrick’s recent TIC legislation is 
vastly different than Proposition N. 

It is a watered-down version of for¬ 
mer Supervisor Sue Bierman’s TIC 
bill. 

The supervisors did not over¬ 
step their authority in taking up 
this issue again. They saw an injus¬ 
tice and addressed it, as 
they should have. They 
saw that Proposition N 
was not acceptable to the 
voters and they compromised and re¬ 
shaped a bill that dealt with what has always 
been the motivation behind Bierman’s law 
and Proposition N: stopping evictions. Se¬ 
niors, low-income folks, people with AIDS, 
people of color, immigrants, and others are 
being thrown to the gutter by profiteering 
real estate agents who wanted to make big 
bucks offering their apartments as TICs. 
Not to address this injustice would have vi¬ 
olated the contract the supervisors have 
with the voters who put them in office. 

We elected this board because we were 
fed up with unresponsive politicians who 
sat around and watched silently as people 
were being displaced, forced out of their 
homes, and made homeless. Those politi¬ 
cians did nothing as eviction profiteers and 
greedy developers turned our city into a city 
of the rich, a city that was losing its ethnic 


and cultural diversity, a city without artists. 

The eight supervisors who voted for this 
legislation showed a courage that should be 
applauded. They stood up to big money to 
say “No more!” to the evictibn of the most 
vulnerable among us. They said that while 
home ownership is a good thing, gaining it 
on the backs of the elderly and the poor is 
not. 

It wasn’t easy. Though the moral imper¬ 
ative was clear, the pressure to run away and 
do nothing - as their predecessors had done 
- was overwhelming. 

That these eight supervisors 
have been bashed in the press re¬ 
cently not only for the TIC vote 
but for other things as well leads 
us to believe that the real 
agenda with these papers 
(especially the San Fran¬ 
cisco Chronicle and San 
Francisco Examiner ) is the repeal of district 
elections. The forces of downtown money 
are already reportedly threatening to pursue 
a repeal via referendum, and we’re sure 
they’ll use the recent TIC vote as a way of 
attempting to discredit district elections and 
those elected through it. 

Instead of seeing these eight supes as re¬ 
jecting the “will of the voters,” we see them 
as exhibiting the guts and integrity to fight 
for the right thing, despite the consequences 
to their own political lives. It is a good sign 
that this board will not do business as usual 
when it comes to social justice issues, such 
as tenant rights. T

Respect for men loving men

I believe it’s time we gay men take back control of 
and responsibility for our sex and love lives. AIDS as 
a “crisis” is over. It is now an ongoing tragedy. And 
now, as throughout history, we still need to manage 
our sex and love lives, to maintain our health, and to 
strengthen our community. Love has risks - emo¬ 
tional, spiritual, physical - and if we play the field, we 
have to know what we are doing. 

The policies of the San Francisco Department of 
Public Health make it difficult for us to practice safe 
sex. We are prohibited from having private spaces in 
safe public places. Why? Because DPH believes that it 
is wise to mandate exhibitionism, so that our sex can 
be monitored. How ridiculous! This policy only in¬ 
creases the risk to our health rather than promoting 
and protecting it. It diminishes individual responsi¬ 
bility and mandates social control. 

In practice, the very policies being imposed upon 
us are restricting our abilities to really protect our¬ 
selves. We don’t have control over lighting and there 
are often inadequate facilities to maintain hygiene, 
bathhouses come with showers, steam rooms, saunas, 
exercise facilities, food, and TV lounge areas. Clean 
sheets and condoms are available. In private rooms 
we control the lighting and create the intimacy de¬ 
sired. Just like most folks, we expect freedom from in¬ 
trusion for the polyamorous connections that nurture 
us and our society. In the DPH’s attempt to protect 
us, they are exposing us to more risks. Brothers, don’t 
be taken in by their lack of understanding. We deserve 
private spaces in safe public places. It is a simple mat¬ 
ter of respect. I don’t need insidious public health pol¬ 
icy attempting to protect me from diseases that only 
I can protect myself from. None of us do. 

Unless we give ourselves the respect we deserve, we 
will be hard pressed to build a community of men 
who have enough self-respect to maintain healthy sex 
and love lives. 

Queers take back control of and responsibility for 
the love we share with each other and be especially 
wary of the decision-makers in the AIDS bureaucra¬ 
cy. Let’s create more opportunities to love one anoth¬ 
er while promoting safe, healthy choices. Clearly, this 
policy of permitting only exhibitionism is counter¬ 
productive - it strips us of our dignity and needs to be 
changed.

Helping those in need 
will not only improve their lives, but it will improve 
his, as he won’t have to walk around our “unwelcome, 
unwashed, and unemployed” bodies when he traipses 
through the only homes we have. 

Of course, Cleve would probably rather have us 
“unwelcome, unwashed, and unemployed” disabled 
people in concentration camps, forced to make the 
products he consumes. How much longer will it be 
before Cleve Jones starts excluding poor and home¬ 
less people with AIDS from having panels on the 
AIDS quilt, too?

Personal observations 

What follows are purely personal observations 
about two words, “queer” and “geezer,” that are con¬ 
tentious in the gay community, and about the claim 
that an analogy may be drawn between the two. 

For me, “queer” issued from the mouth of a bigot 
is at least an honest word in that the user’s intent to 
wound and demean is unequivocal. Used in this con¬ 
text, “queer” has a meaning of feeling sexual and emo¬ 
tional attraction to one’s own sex. I can’t take excep¬ 
tion to that meaning for it certainly applies to me. 
That there is something shameful about feeling such 
sexual and emotional attraction is an assumption of 
the bigot implicit in the usage, and if his intention is 
fulfilled and I am wounded and demeaned by “queer,” 
this assumption is validated. Thus, though anger may 
be felt over the bigot’s intention, I feel none toward 
the word itself and my instinctive response is equally 
unequivocal: “You bet your sweet ass I’m queer, you 
dumb bastard.” 

For me, “geezer,” along with designations such as 
“codger” and “old timer,” are not analogous to “queer” 
in that they may pass as affectionate, endearing terms 
while, no doubt often unconsciously, they patronize 
by imputing a certain quaintness to the elderly that 
diminishes the need to take them seriously. Such ex¬ 
pressions do not rise to the same level of mean hon¬ 
esty as “queer” for in their artful fuzziness they allow 
disingenuous denials. Think Dame Edna, her dissem¬ 
bling disclaimer: “I say that lovingly, possums.” 

Finally, I believe these terms as well as “troll” not 
only reflect but contribute to many young gay men’s 
fear of aging, while reinforcing stereotypical ageist at¬ 
titudes and maintaining the divide between young 
men who love men and their elders who share in that 
love.

AIDS Rider speaks 

[The following letter was sent to Jim Provenzano] 

Thanks for your AIDS Ride articles (published in May 
and June 1999). I only wish I’d read them a year ago. 

I recently finished the California AIDS Ride 8, and 
was really turned off by the commercialism of the af¬ 
fair. Dan Pallotta’s book, When Your Moment Comes, 
was on sale at camp in its own separate cart. His CD 
of songs for his lover (who ironically committed sui¬ 
cide two years ago) was on sale in the camp store. I 
was most turned off by a speech he gave on what was 
deemed “Rememberance Night” in Ventura. He 
waxed poetic about his life and relationships (most 
distastefully, his relationship with almighty God) for 
over 45 minutes. He preached about human poten¬ 
tial, professed that we are “dreaming creatures,” and 
at one point even splayed his arms back in a “Pieta” 
pose, gazed into the heavens and exclaimed (ostensi¬ 
bly to God), “Why are we here?” A rhetorical question, 
but the answer that struck me was, “To stuff Dan Pal¬ 
lotta’s wallet and buttress his ego.” 

I was a first-time rider, and many people com¬ 
plained that it was the most commercial and least safe 
CAR ever. My girlfriend is doing the Avon 3-day this 
October, and then we will be done with PTW [Pallot- 
ta TeamWorks] events. I can’t believe I put my heart 
and soul into something for eight months, only to re¬ 
alize that all my faint misgivings about the event being 
an upper middle-class junket for self-help addicts 
(not to mention “Forum” proselytes) were actualized 
in the event. 

I am grateful, however, for the people I trained 
with in Los Angeles - namely the “Chain Gang” and 
“Shifting Gears” groups who embodied true kindness 
and activism - not the glossy packaged lifestyle that 
PTW sells. Their hearts were in the right place, even if 
not all of their dollars ended up in the right place. I 
stuck with them on the ride, and I got home safely. 

I produced a play in 1998 which benefited Home¬ 
stead Hospice and Shelter in Los Angeles. Homestead 
cares for PWAs who are also drug-addicted, many of 
whom have been homeless. It took a year of my life, and 
yielded a mere $500 for the beneficiary. From an ac¬ 
counting standpoint it was a dismal failure, as the over¬ 
head was 10 times the final donation to the beneficiary. 
But on some levels, I am more proud of that $500 than 
of the $3,400 I raised for the AIDS Ride. It went to an 
organization that does great work and really needed the 
money. Also, I didn’t charge a “production fee” nor take 
a salary for the year I spent on the project. I had to work 
part-time and starve my way through it. Unlike cycling, 
the play, Lonely Planet by Steven Dietz, dealt with the 
issue of AIDS, and hopefully raised an acute awareness 
for the few people who saw it. 

I did the AIDS Ride because I wanted to exceed 
what I’d done on the play, and because the ride was 
something I wasn’t sure I could accomplish. Lofty 
goals, but now I feel a little cheated. I accomplished 
what I set out to do, but the hidden cost of it was my 
circumspection to fundraisers like this in the future. 
It’s hard from this perspective to feel like there’s any¬ 
thing I can do to make a real difference. 

My sister and my nephew both have advanced 
AIDS. Their lives are endlessly painful and compli¬ 
cated and bureaucratic. The AIDS Ride, difficult as it 
was, is easy compared with dealing with the disease 
day after day, year after year, and watching my nephew 
being tube-fed because he can’t hold solid food (or 
his meds) down. From now on, my activism stays 
home with them.

City attorney race 
is off and running

IJIlfhilc City Treasurer 
Susan Leal looks to be 
W W headed for an easy re- 
election this November - to date 
no candidate of significance has 
filed against her - the race to re¬ 
place retiring City Attorney 
Louise Renne will be a crowded 
and likely hard-fought one. 

According to campaign finance 
reports filed last week, Police 
Commissioner Dennis Herrera, a

former deputy city attorney who’s 
now a partner in a downtown law 
firm, and Neil Eisenberg, who 
lost a race to Renne four years ago, 
each have raised around $80,000 - 
with a $500 per person limit - and 
neither should have trouble reach¬ 
ing the maximum allowed in the 
race, which is $175,000. 

Herrera, an expert on mar¬ 
itime law, also is a former official 
in the Clinton administration. He 
is considered center/left on the 
political map, and has probably 
emerged as the current front-run¬ 
ner in the race. Herrera was re¬ 
cently endorsed by the powerful 
Police Officers Association and 
coincidentally, has earned the “en¬ 
thusiastic” personal endorsement 
of Mary Dunlap, the director of 
the Office of Citizen’s Complaints. 
He also has the endorsements of 
Assemblywoman Carole 

Migden, Supervisor Mark Leno, 
Community College Board mem¬ 
bers Lawrence Wong and Natal¬ 
ie Berg, and retiring City Attor¬ 
ney Renne. 

Eisenberg, an attorney in pri¬ 
vate practice, has a long history 
with the Democratic Party and is 
endorsed by former Supervisor 
Angela Alioto, and former Dis¬ 
trict Attorney Arlo Smith. 

The other three candidates in 
the November 6 race are Jim 
Lazarus, the former state director 
for U.S. Senator Dianne Fein- 
stein; land use attorney Steve 
Williams; and former Redevelop¬ 
ment Agency director Jim 
Morales. Williams has the en¬ 
dorsements of Supervisors Leland 
Yee, Aaron Peskin, and Jake 
McGoldrick, and had been previ¬ 
ously endorsed by Board President 
Tom Ammiano, who recently told 
the Bay Area Reporter that he was 
switching his endorsement to 
Morales. If no candidate receives a 
majority of the votes on Novem¬ 
ber 6 - which is likely - a runoff 
election will be held between the 
two top contenders on December 
11; all five candidates are Democ¬ 
rats in this nonpartisan contest. 

The 13th Assembly 
District race 

What started out as a promised 
“civil” race between two respected 
gay leaders, Supervisor Mark Leno 


and former Supervisor Harry 
Britt, for the Democratic nomi¬ 
nation for the 13th Assembly Dis¬ 
trict seat is already becoming a bit 
heated. In a recent Independent 
column, Britt was quoted again 
attacking one of Leno’s team, con¬ 
sultant Robert Barnes, saying, “I 
guess the reason Leno hired the 
guy (Barnes) is the same reason 
everybody does - that he launders 
money for Willie Brown.” 

Britt and his campaign han¬ 
dlers should realize that if they 
choose to go down this road it be¬ 
comes only fair game to point out 
who hosted and attended Britt’s 
very first campaign fi¬ 
nance meeting. Further, 
public records show that 
a financial report filed by 
one of Britt’s top sup¬ 
porters show her re¬ 
porting a $20,000 con¬ 
tribution from Philip 
Morris, which 
begs the ques¬ 
tion as to how 
much of that 
money is being “laundered” (fil¬ 
tered?) down to the Britt cam¬ 
paign. 

Stay tuned to this one, folks; 
the fun is starting already and the 
election isn’t until next March. 

Politics and people 

Nowhere is politics more inter¬ 
esting than in New York City; I 
lived there years ago and I can tell 
you it’s the greatest political city in 
the country. And you wanna talk 
strange politics? Case in point: the 
New York Times recently carried a 
feature story about NYC Mayor 
Rudy Giuliani, saying that since 
his estranged wife had him tossed 
from the mayor’s official resi¬ 
dence, Gracie Mansion, (because 
he reportedly was sneaking his 
girlfriend in from time to time be¬ 
hind his wife’s back) Giuliani “has 
for the past two months been 
coming home to one of the hap¬ 
piest marriages in New York.” 
How’s that, you ask? Seems the 
good (Republican) mayor has 
moved in with two longtime 
friends of his - two openly gay 
men, Howard Koeppel and his 
partner Mark Hsiao, who have 
been together 10 years (and are 
registered with the city as domes¬ 
tic partners). The Times noted 
that “in happier times for the Giu¬ 
liani marriage, the two men dou¬ 
ble-dated often with the mayor 
and his wife, and always on New 
Year’s Eve.” The mayor, a moder¬ 
ate Republican and former na¬ 
tionally-known tough federal 
prosecutor, has long been a sup¬ 
porter of gay rights, and both he 
and his actress-TV journalist wife 
Donna Hanover reportedly have 
many gay and lesbian friends; as 
Mr. Koeppel told the Times, “He’s 
our friend, both of them are; the 
mayor simply doesn’t have any 
hang-ups socially.” While Giuliani 
doesn’t give interviews abouf his 
temporary living arrangements, 
he is given high marks by the 
tough NYC tabloids and, as one of 
Manhattan’s best-known gossip 
journalists, Cindy Adams, put it 
in her New York Daily News col¬ 
umn: “This is just another passing 
‘only in New York’ anecdote, and 
besides, what are true friends for?” 

There was first lady Laura 
Bush whining publicly recently 
that the news media is “overzeal- 
ously” covering those wild twin 
daughters of hers, crying that the 
“profit-driven coverage” of daugh¬ 


ters Barbara and Jenna should be 
stopped and the two “should be 
totally left alone.” Sorry, Laura, it 
doesn’t work that way; if the twins 
are going to act like the rich, pam¬ 
pered, spoiled kids that they obvi¬ 
ously are (particularly in public), 
then they’re fair game, so get used 
to it mom, or tell them to leave the 
fake IDs at home. 

Former Vice President Al Gore 
(you remember, the guy who re¬ 
ceived a half million votes more 
than George W. Bush?) says he 
is ready to ease back into the 
world of American politics by 
helping operatives for elec¬ 
tions this fall in New 
York, New Jersey, and 
Virginia. Gore, who 
was shown with a 
beard in a photo that 
ran last week in sev¬ 
eral media outlets, 
then plans to form a 
political ac¬ 
tion commit¬ 
tee to help 
congressional 
Democratic candidates in the 
2002 elections. Longtime Gore 
partisans in Congress said that the 
former veep’s planned activities 
do not necessarily commit him to 
running for president in 2004, al¬ 
though most expect him to do so. 
Both New Jersey and Virginia cur¬ 
rently have GOP governors but 
Democrats are given a chance to 
take both contests in November; 
Gore’s help in the two states 
would bode well for his attempt to 
rebuild a 2004 presidential run. 

Don’t invite East Bay Con¬ 
gresswoman Ellen Tauscher (D- 
10th District) and state Senate 
President Pro Tern John Burton 
(D-San Francisco) to the same 
cocktail party. Tauscher is report¬ 
edly plenty pissed at Burton, 
claiming that the still-secret redis¬ 
tricting plan by the Democrats 
would put her in a new district 
that she considers less voter- 
friendly, and that would stretch 
from Livermore to Solano Coun¬ 
ty, possibly costing her contribu¬ 
tor-rich Democratic constituents. 
Tauscher says that Burton is doing 
it in retaliation for her supporting 
Representative Steny Hoyer (D- 
Maryland) for Democratic Party 
House whip, the No. 2 leadership 
position in the House, over fellow 
Californian Representative Nancy 
Pelosi (D-San Francisco), a long¬ 
time friend and political ally of 
Burton’s. Democrats plan to draw 
lines under the reapportionment 
that will protect their 32 Califor¬ 
nia House seats and the Republi¬ 
cans’ 20 seats while still meeting 
legal requirements that so-called 
communities of interest be pre¬ 
served, and Burton plays a huge 
part in determining what the dis¬ 
tricts will look like. A new 53rd 
House seat allocated to the state 
because of population shifts in the 
2000 census is expected to be 
drawn for a Democratic candidate 
by the Democratic-controlled 
Legislature. 

Reports out of both Washing¬ 
ton, D.C., and Modesto have it that 
embattled Congressman Gary 
Condit is seriously considering re¬ 
signing before the end of his term, 
regardless of the outcome of the 
search for missing intern Chandra 
Levy. Democratic Party leaders in 
California are said to be quickly 
looking for a credible candidate 
they can put forth in a special elec¬ 
tion if, as expected, Condit does

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Inching along

( knew I was going to enjoy the 
film Hedwig and the Angry 
Inch. I didn’t know I would be 
moved to write a column about it. 

You see, one of my hobbies is 
collecting transgender-related 
music, and I’ve built a modest col¬ 
lection of tunes. Sure, there’s 
Aerosmith’s “Dude (Looks Like A 
Lady)” and the Kink’s “Lola,” but 
the collection is broader than that. 
There are songs dating back to the 
beginning of the last century (The 
Savoy Havana Band’s “Masculine 
Women, Feminine Men,” for one) 
and tracks from many other coun¬ 
tries. More than that, I’ve taken to 
collecting music created by trans- 
gendered performers. If anything, 
I’ve learned that there are trans- 
gendered musicians working in all 
styles of music, from dance, punk, 
and electronica, to classical, folk, 
and funk. There is even a former 
“Hair Metal” singer who has since 
come out as transsexual. 

This odd hobby of mine start¬ 
ed some time back, while explor¬ 
ing the history of glam rock and 
early punk in the 1970s, especial¬ 
ly at Max’s Kansas City, a club 
once located in New York City. 
Max’s was not only where any 
number of bands polished their 
licks, but also home to Andy 
Warhol and many other artists, 
writers, and celebrities - and more 
than a few transgendered people. 
It was in this environment that 
David Bowie developed the 
sexy androgyny of “Ziggy 
Stardust,” and where Lou 
Reed crafted the bio¬ 
graphical “Walk on the 
Wild Side.” The New 
York Dolls and 
Jayne County 
also held court 
upstairs at 
Max’s, developing a mix of mas¬ 
culine rock ’n’ roll posturing and 
feminine looks that is still very 
much a mainstay of rock. 

So I knew when I heard the 
soundtrack that I would find 
something to love within Hedwig 
and the Angry Inch. The music 
evokes much of that glam and 
early punk sound that I have 
grown to love. But that isn’t what 
made me sit down to pen a col¬ 
umn. 

In fact, I had my trepidations 
when I even considered writing 
anything related to the film, be¬ 
cause I’m not sure exactly how 
many transgendered people will 
relate to the movie or its title char¬ 
acter. To be honest, I suspect many 
will find Hedwig objectionable, 
and not an “acceptable role 
model.” 

Even I had to watch myself, to 
avoid that particular pitfall. I still 
find myself wondering if the film 
is, indeed, a “transgendered” film, 
or some other animal. Certainly, 
part of the film’s “gimmick” is 
having a title character who is the 
victim of a seriously botched gen¬ 
ital reassignment, leaving hir with 
the “angry inch” of the title. Yet 
while I expected a movie about a 
transsexual, I got a film that was 
deeper, with an air of both tragedy 
and triumph surrounding the title 
character. 

The film’s main themes seem 
to be of control and power, but 
what most appeals to me is an in¬ 
triguing - and possibly uninten¬ 
tional - subtext about being a 
freak, about being so queer that 
there is no clear box to fit in. In¬ 
deed, even I find myself without 
any certainty about Hedwig’s 
place, and had to catch a second 
show before I could find any form 


of clear resolution to the story. 

As a transperson, I am familiar 
with the concept of “fitting in,” 
and trying to avoid being seen as 
freakish. It’s somewhere close to 
‘Rule #1” in some transgen¬ 
der circles. We are taught, 
by our caregivers and our 
peers, that the goal is to 
be as close to “average 
man” or “average woman” 
as we can attain. The con¬ 
cept of blend¬ 
ing in with the 
crowd is touted 
as the goal, and 
standing out in any way is rou¬ 
tinely discouraged. 

Being seen as something out of 
the norm can be mean a life of 
isolation along the fringe. It can 
also make one’s life all that short¬ 
er. You can see that in a number of 
other films about transgendered 
people, like Boys Don’t Cry, Ma 
Vie En Rose, or Southern Comfort. 
To turn a phrase, living on the 
edge means living with the risk of 
getting cut. 

The difference is that Hedwig 
takes hir strength in being a freak. 
Rather than trying to fit in as - 
well, just about anything - the 
character seems at hir best on the 
margin, away from anyone’s ex¬ 
pectations. Ze is not trying to 
blend in: instead, ze is challenging 
us to “tear her down,” knowing 
that ze is as sturdy as a wall. 

This is where Hedwig and I 


Our Man Friday 
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step down. Meanwhile, Senator 
Dianne Feinstein, unquestionably 
the state’s most popular Democrat, 
as well as South Bay Representative 
Anna Eshoo (D), both of whom 
had publicly defended Condit, 
have now joined in suggesting that 
he is hurting not only his own rep¬ 
utation, but the party as well. Fe¬ 
instein, in particular, is furious that 
Condit “lied to me; for that I do 
not forgive him” and she suggested 
that Condit follow the advice he so 
willingly gave President Clinton a 
couple of years ago to “tell the 
truth, tell the public all there is to 
know about your public life.” 

Now here is a real problem; 
some residents of Charleston, 


cross paths. I was already a freak 
by high school, and had already 
become familiar with the difficul¬ 
ties with living on the outside of 
the norm. When I finally faced my 
own gender transition, more than 
a few friends recommended I stick 
with time-tested methods of 
blending in and remaining care¬ 
fully hidden from the world. 
Rather than try to avoid the fringe 
and stick to a conventional path, I 
realized that such was not the 
place for me. Instead, I opted to 
take my strength from being out¬ 
side the norm, and to seek the 
wholeness of my own being in 
places aside from the tried and 
true paths of my peers. Hedwig, 
like me, has had to learn to find 
happiness not in the paths that 
others may lay out for us, but in 
being a freak of our own design. 

And that, to me, is a message 
that more than a few of us can 
take out of Hedwig and the Angry 
Inch. Sometimes it is necessary to 
be on that edge and take our 
power from that very margin oth¬ 
ers seek to avoid. ▼

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Our first anniversary 
in Vermont

famous American jurist 
once said the life of the law 
I has been experience, not 
logic. One year after Vermont en¬ 
acted its civil unions law - the 
closest thing this country has ever 
had to gay marriage - the most re¬ 
markable thing is how unremark¬ 
able that year has been. No mete¬ 
ors have descended on Montpe¬ 
lier; no plague of locusts has 
stripped bare the maple trees; 
husbands have not left their 
wives for nubile male 
youths; wives have not 
abandoned their chil¬ 
dren for sapphic music 
festivals. It is more experience 
like this that will give us na¬ 
tionwide gay mar¬ 
riage one day. 

Discussions about 
Vermont’s civil 
unions usually begin with the Ver¬ 
mont Supreme Court’s bold dec¬ 
laration in December 1999 that 
opposite-sex-only marriage vio¬ 
lates the state Constitution. But 
that’s like beginning a history of 
the polio vaccine with the first in¬ 
oculation. It’s an important event 
but it would not have happened 
without all of the hard work that 
preceded it. 

Long before the Vermont 
Supreme Court got involved, gay 
advocates had been arguing stren¬ 
uously in legislatures, courts, and 
workplaces for recognition, any 
recognition, of same-sex couples. 

This advocacy, which gave us 
the term “domestic partnership,” 
had both symbolic and practical 
purposes. On the level of symbol, 
some formal recognition of gay 
couples is important as a marker 
of social acceptance. And whatev¬ 
er we may say at times, this move¬ 
ment is ultimately about accep¬ 
tance, not mere tolerance. I toler¬ 
ate the fact that my neighbor 
mows his lawn only once a month 
in the summer, but I do not accept 
it. 

On the practical level, gay cou¬ 
ples needed the benefits recogni¬ 
tion can bring, like health insur¬ 
ance, hospital visitation rights, 
and family and medical leave. 

As the domestic partnership 
movement spread, businesses, 
cities, and states took note: expe¬ 
rience showed that recognizing 
gay couples cost very little and had 
the practical benefit of keeping 
gay employees and constituents 
happy. Scores of Fortune 500 
companies, dozens of cities, and a 
handful of states now have some 
kind of domestic partnership pol¬ 
icy covering same-sex couples. 

This experience informed the 
Vermont Supreme Court’s stun¬ 
ning decision that the state must 
treat gay unions as equivalent to 
marriages. If gay couples had been 
given some of the benefits of mar¬ 
riage - and no harm had resulted 
- why not take the next step of 
granting all of those benefits, even 
if we don’t call it “marriage”? It 
was the next incremental step. 

What have we learned in the 
past year as a consequence of that 
step? 

One thing we have learned is 
that supporting same-sex unions 
is still a politically risky proposi¬ 
tion for a politician. After the state 
Supreme Court ordered lawmak¬ 
ers to come up with marriage or 
its equivalent for gay couples, Ver¬ 
mont’s legislature grudgingly cre¬ 



ated civil unions. But several state 
legislators who voted for the civil 
unions bill - especially supportive 
Republicans who were seen as 
heretical by party primary voters 
- lost their seats. An anti-civil- 
unions campaign succeeded in 
taking the state House of Repre¬ 
sentatives for the GOP in the No¬ 
vember 2000 election. 

The more important and 
longer-lasting lesson of the past 
year was summed up nicely by 
Vermont Governor Howard Dean 
in an interview with the New • 
York Times. The sky has not 
fallen, he said, “and the 
institution of marriage 
has not collapsed.” 
Throughout the state, 
the passions of last year’s 
debate over civil unions has 
subsided. Newspa¬ 
pers aren’t venting 
editorials about it 
every day. The ubiq¬ 
uitous “Take Back Vermont” signs 
are slowly coming down. Legisla¬ 
tive efforts to repeal or water 
down civil unions have stalled. 
People are even talking about how 
the law has led to a small increase 
in tourism since most civil unions 
registrants have come from other 
states. 

Civil unions are becoming 
routine. According to the * Times , 
there have been 2,479 of them 
since July 1,2000, the date the law 
took effect. (Only 502 of those 
have involved Vermont residents.) 
A Web site devoted to assisting gay 
couples preparing for weddings . 
(gayweddings.com), reports a 
substantial increase in traffic. 

With all these domestic part¬ 
nerships and civil unions we are 
seeing the normalization of gay 
life in America. That is, we are wit¬ 
nessing the process by which 
being gay in this country will no 
longer mean standing apart from 
the mainstream. That’s an unsa¬ 
vory prospect for both queer the- 
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orists and for religious conserva¬ 
tives who had hoped, for different 
reasons, to keep us out of the 
mainstream. 

Let’s not be too exuberant 
quite yet, however. Domestic part¬ 
nerships are not gay marriage. Not 
even civil unions are gay marriage 
since one state cannot, against the 
express statutory will of Congress 
(remember the Defense of Mar¬ 
riage Act?), confer the federal ben¬ 
efits on them that are available to 
opposite-sex spouses. 

But what domestic partner¬ 
ships and civil unions and their 
cognates do is this: they give 
Americans something to call gay 
relationships other than “perver¬ 
sion.” They show people, slowly 
and surely, there is no harm in for¬ 
mal recognition of those relation- 
•ships, and, in fact, there is some 
benefit in it for everyone. 

After seeing one employer after 
another, and then one municipal¬ 
ity after another, and then one 
state after another, survive the loss 
of a state-sponsored heterosexual 
monopoly on love, it just may be 
that one day the country will be 
ready for the real thing. ▼

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Goldberg, supporters 
tackling transgender 
protection on two levels

ssemblywoman Jackie 
Goldberg (D-Los Angeles) 
is switching her transgen¬ 
der protection bill to two-year sta¬ 
tus, hoping that the protections 
she is seeking can be enacted ear¬ 
lier via agency regulation. 

Political uncertainties in Sacra¬ 
mento have prompted transgen¬ 
der activists and their supporters 
to seek tighter regulations in the 
wake of recent court cases that 
supported TG complaints. If court 
decisions are applied, agency reg¬ 
ulation, which does not require 
the entire legislative process, could 
move quickly. 

Goldberg supports such 
moves. But she is determined to 
get statutory backing to underpin 
the protections, and is not letting 
uncertainty about the bill, 
AB1649, block her conviction that 
it will eventually become Califor¬ 
nia law. She has herded it this 
summer through the Assembly 
and partway through the state 
Senate. 

Housing and employment 

AB1649 prohibits gender- 
based discrimination in employ¬ 
ment and housing. It expands the

California Fair Employment and 
Housing Act, adding to the act’s 
list of prohibitions any discrimi¬ 
nation based on actual or per¬ 
ceived gender. 

California’s hate crimes laws 
and state education code current¬ 
ly cover transgenders and people 
who don’t fit conventional gender 
stereotypes. Passage of the bill 
would extend similar protections 
to people in the work place and in 
housing markets. 

Sounding determined and up¬ 
beat despite the ups and downs of 


the legislation, Goldberg, an open 
lesbian, told the Bay Area Re¬ 
porter. “I’m committed to [move 
the bill], and at a time when it’s ei¬ 
ther ignored or signed by the gov¬ 
ernor, but not vetoed. 

“Sometimes, in politics, it’s two 
steps forward and one step back. 
In my humble opinion, after talk¬ 
ing with people and groups in the 
transgender community, the best 
thing is to leave it in [the state Sen¬ 
ate Appropriations Committee] 
and look at it again in January.” 

The extension of the bill to 
two-year status, Goldberg added, 
“is a decision that has in mind 
achieving what we want to 
achieve: that the law should be the 
law. In the long term, this [protec¬ 
tion] is still going to go into the 
statutes.” 

What is clear, said Goldberg, is 
that “even if we get really good 
[FEHA] regulations, since those 
can be changed, it doesn’t mean 
I’m going to stop. These provi¬ 
sions need to be put into the 
statutes; I don’t want some future 
department director to go and 
change them.”

him to take the position he did and 
let the court of appeals bail him 
out on it. In my 34 years of prac¬ 
tice, I’ve seen judges basically pass 
a hot potato to the court of appeals 
on any number of occasions.” 

Noel and his wife, both attor¬ 
neys, have been representing 
themselves in the civil case so far, 
but Noel said they would likely 
hire a private attorney by the time 
the case goes to trial. 

Noel said he found it ironic that 
he and his wife have in effect been 
pitted in a fight against gay rights. 

“That’s one of the amazing 
things from our perspective, be¬ 
cause of our history with the AIDS 
Legal Referral Panel, and I’ve 
worked voluntarily with the legal 
services program, and the way we’ve 
conducted our lives, generally. 

“Out of seven non-family 
members at our wedding and in 
our wedding reception back in 
1989, three of the seven were gay, 
two of the men there were com¬ 
mitted longtime partners, unfor¬ 
tunately we lost one of them to 
AIDS a year later.” 

Besides Smith’s lawsuit, Noel 
and Knoller face a wrongful death 
lawsuit from Whipple’s mother, 
Pamela Whipple-Kelly. Noel be¬ 
lieves Robertson’s decision could 
put Whipple-Kelly’s suit in jeop¬ 
ardy. 

“If Sharon Smith is considered 
a spouse, that should knock the 
mom’s case out, because if there is a 
surviving spouse for purposes of 
the wrongful death statute, that 
should mean there’s a surviving 
spouse for purposes of intestate 
succession, so mother would not be 
somebody who could take by intes¬ 
tate succession, so, she would not 
be somebody who would have a 
claim for wrongful death statute.” 

Life behind bars 

As this reporter was being es¬ 
corted into the pod of the San 
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Robert Noel 


Francisco County jail on 7th 
Street where Noel is being held, it 
appeared that the supervisor had 
mistakenly entered the women’s 
section of the jail. He hadn’t. 
Noel’s cell is on the upper tier of a 
two-tier jail pod reserved for 
male-to-female transgendered 
prisoners. About a third of the 40 
other inmates on his floor are 
transgendered. Perhaps in defer¬ 
ence to its demographics, a stack 
of B.A.R .s was available on the 
floor. 

“The way they work it in here 
is if you are a transgender and you 
have not made the final step to 
alter your genitalia, you’re housed 
with the group that your genitalia 
would indicate. Hell, there are 
women in here with bigger breasts 
than Marjorie’s,” said Noel, noting 
that the transgendered prisoners 
are provided with hormone ther¬ 
apy while in custody. 

Noel shares cell #12 with an¬ 
other non-transgendered prison¬ 
er. His cell, or cage, as he calls it, 
has a window that’s partially 
blocked by a sewer drain pipe and 
it has a partial view of the Central 
Freeway. As he pointed out his 
cell, one transgender inmate was 
doing the hair of another directly 
in front of it. Noel quipped that 
his hair has been looking good 
since his arrival in the unit. 

Noel has been in custody since 
his arrest on March 27 in Tehama 
County. For the first two months 
in jail, he was kept in “administra¬ 
tive segregation” and only allowed 
out for about 10 minutes a day to 
take showers and make phone 
calls. Now, he’s allowed the free¬ 
dom to move around throughout 
the jail pod that consists of a main 
lower floor with a common area 
set up for prisoners that includes 
tables and a television. The 
deputies’ observation station juts 


out in the center of the pod, be¬ 
tween the two levels, giving the 
guards a 360 degree view of both 
floors. 

Despite his high-profile case, 
Noel told the B.A.R. that he has 
had no problems with other pris¬ 
oners. 

“They’re pretty respectful. 
Every once in a while somebody 
will come up and say ‘Hey man, 
we think it’s bullshit,’ and you say 
thanks but they don’t talk about 
the case in here. Every once in a 
while somebody will say either in 
here or walking down the hall, 
‘Hey man, you’re the dog guy 
aren’t you?”’ 

Noel said he often gets legal 
questions from other prisoners. 

“Most questions I get are ‘Hey 
you’re a lawyer, what about this, 
what about that?’ And I say ‘Hey, 
I’m a lawyer and you’re asking me 
for advice but look at where I 
am.’” 

Most of the questions Noel 
gets lately are about the food. 
Since the management of the food 
service changed hands, Noel said 
the food has gone “to hell in a 
hand-basket.” 

“There was something two 
nights ago that was kind of or¬ 
ange, and it sat there, it was a blob, 
it couldn’t be called mystery meat, 
it could certainly be called a mys¬ 
tery,” said Noel laughing. “We ran 
out of grievance forms last week 
about the food.” 

Despite the food concerns, 
Noel had high praise for the way 
the jail is run. 

“This is a really well-run oper¬ 
ation. You get a variety of person¬ 
alities in the staff here but I have 
yet to run into anybody here who’s 
a deputy or anyone in the admin¬ 
istration who are just plain ass¬ 
holes. Some of them are just a lit¬ 
tle more strict on rules than others 
but by and large they treat every¬ 
body with respect and they try to 
run a nice quiet safe program and 
they do a pretty good job of it.” 

Noel said he passes time by 
doing a lot of sleeping and a lot of 
reading, despite the lack of variety 
in reading materials. 

Knoller declined to be inter¬ 
viewed by the B.A.R. but Noel said 
she was having a much tougher 
time than him adjusting to jail life. 

“As far as Marjorie goes, the 
situation in here is not optimal. 
But it’s easier on me than it is on 
her, that’s about all I want to say 
about that.” 

Noel said he is trying to get jail 
officials to allow him to share a

later this month. 

The International Lesbian and 
Gay Association was denied offi¬ 
cial attendance at the conference 
last week by a 43-43 tie vote. A 
majority of “yes” votes was needed 
for approval. A Swedish delegate, 
a supporter of ILGA, was two 
minutes late to the vote and there¬ 
fore could not break the tie. 
Countries voting in favor of 
ILGA’s attendance included Aus¬ 
tralia, Brazil, Canada, Japan, 
Poland, and yes, even the United 
States. Those opposed included 
Algeria, Egypt, Iran, Iraq, Pak¬ 
istan, Tunisia, and Uganda. The 
challenge to ILGA’s inclusion 
came from the Organization of 
the Islamic Conference, which is 
comprised of 57 countries. 

The World Conference Against 
Racism will take place in Durban, 
South Africa, from August 31 to 
September 7, and will focus on “ac¬ 
tion-oriented and practical steps to 
eradicate racism, including mea¬ 
sures of prevention, education and 
protection and the provision of ef¬ 
fective remedies. It will be a unique 
and important opportunity to cre¬ 
ate a new world vision for the fight 
against racism in the 21st century,” 
according to organizers. 

ILGA’s exclusion at the confer¬ 
ence is seen by many as a missed 
opportunity to expand anti-racist 
efforts to all activist circles. 

“Racism and homophobia have 
the same roots,” said Faisal Alam, 
director of Al-Fatiha, the ground-

breaking LGBT Muslim group that 
marched in this year’s San Francis¬ 
co’s Pride Parade despite numer¬ 
ous threats of violence and death. 
“Oppressions including racism, 
sexism, and classism are linked. It 
is sad that the Organization of the 
Islamic Conference, which is often 
quick to condemn Islamic-phobia, 
does not recognize that many of 
the same issues are also faced by 
lesbian, gay, bisexual, and trans¬ 
gender people.” 

It was the Islamic Conference 
that was also responsible for 


blocking a final resolution at the 
U.N. General Assembly special 
session on HIV/AIDS in June that 
included mention of the most vul¬ 
nerable communities affected by 
the epidemic, including gay men, 
sex workers, and drug users. 

ILGA is comprised of more 
than 300 organizations in 80 dif¬ 
ferent countries working toward 
human rights for all LGBT people 
across the globe. Although disap¬ 
pointed, its leaders are not de¬ 
terred, and still plan on attending 
the conference, as well as hosting a 
demonstration against the vote. 

Ironically, the conference dec¬ 
laration, entitled, “Tolerance and 
Diversity - A Vision for the 21st 
Century,” is the document signed 
by many participating countries 
that attempts to set an inclusive 
tone for the gathering. 

“As a new century begins, we 
believe each society needs to ask it¬ 
self certain questions. Is it suffi¬ 
ciently inclusive? Is it non-discrim- 
inatory?” the declaration states. 
“Racism, racial discrimination, 
xenophobia and all kinds of related 
intolerance have not gone away. We 
recognize that they persist in the 
new century and that their persis¬ 
tence is rooted in fear: fear of what 
is different, fear of the other, fear of 
the loss of personal security. And 
while we recognize that human 
fear is in itself ineradicable, we 
maintain that its consequences are 
not ineradicable. We all constitute 
one human family.” ▼

route at Church Street? 

Barry Hermanson, a MUMC 
vice president, told the B.A.R. that 
he has several concerns. 

“The basic concept is good, to 
create some additional recreation¬ 
al draw for people to the new com¬ 
munity center and be in costume 
and in a parade,” Hermanson said. 
“My main problem is the publici¬ 
ty will draw additional people. 
We’re already Mardi Gras for a 
night. We frankly have our work 
cut out for us.” 

Hermanson said that between 
now and October 31, he hopes to 
meet with media representatives - 
particularly television stations - in 
an effort to downplay the Castro 
as a destination on Halloween. 
“When I see cameras out on the 
street at 6 p.m., that tells me more 
people are coming from the 
’burbs,” he said. 

Lion Barnett, with the Eureka 
Valley Promotion Association, said 
that Lightsey has addressed his 
group twice. EVPA also opposes 
the parade if it comes to the Cas¬ 
tro. Lightsey also met with little 
enthusiasm from members of Cas¬ 
tro Area Planning and Action. 

Over the last 15 years or so, 
Barnett said, Halloween in the 
Castro has become less of a gay 
event, and more of an event that 
draws people from outside San 
Francisco, the so-called bridge and 
tunnel crowd. Additionally, he 
said, over the years homophobes 
have come to the street party, and 
there have been reported incidents 
of anti-gay violence. 

“The tone has gotten a lot more 
hostile,” Barnett said, “and a lot 
more unsafe.” T

protections in California without 
relying on AB1649. 

In New Jersey, an appellate 
court in Enriquez v. West Jersey 
Health Systems held that transgen¬ 
ders are protected under the sex 
and disability clauses of state law. 
In a Ninth Circuit decision, the 
court held in Nichols, et. al. v. 
Azteca Restaurant Enterprises that 
a male employee who was ha¬ 
rassed for being “too effeminate” 
was protected under federal sex 
discrimination laws. 

Shannon Minter, a senior staff 
attorney at the National Center for 
Lesbian Rights, told the B.A.R.: 
“These are interpretations of fed¬ 
eral statutes, but they are very im¬ 
portant for California state law. 
California courts have always held 
that in California, sex discrimina¬ 
tion [law] should be at least as 
protective as that in Title 7” of the 
U.S. Code. 

Minter said he thought the de¬ 
cisions would have immediate im¬ 
pact on the issue here. 

“We just need to have the De¬ 
partment of Fair Employment and 
Housing share the view that trans¬ 
gender people are covered under 
current California law, and not in 
Jackie Goldberg’s bill,” Minter said. 
“There are some indications they 
.are sharing that view, based on re¬ 
cent cases.” 

He added that “we want inter¬ 
nal policies that allow [the depart¬ 
ment] to process transgender dis¬ 
crimination complaints immedi¬ 
ately, and that gets us what we 
need and want. So many [trans- 
gender] people get fired or kicked 
out of their housing.” 

Regardless, he said, “Jackie’s ap¬ 
proach is so great; she doesn’t need 
a lot of credit and she’s not in it for 
ego. She’s in it for the protection of 
transgender people.” ▼

■ was shocked last month by the 
news of an athlete disappear¬ 
ing from the roster of our local 
professional baseball team. 
Shocked, I tell you. 

The Pittsburgh Pirates traded 
right-handed pitcher Jason 
Schmidt and outfielder John Van- 
der Wal to the San Francisco Gi¬ 
ants for outfielder Armando Rios 
and a minor league prospect. 

The Giants, behind division¬ 
leading Los Angeles and third in 
the NL West, made the trade one 
day before the deadline to make 
deals without having to put play¬ 
ers on waivers first. The Pirates’ 
41-63 record ties Cincinnati for 
the worst in the National League. 

By the time I finished writing 
this, ESPN had already reposted 
Rios’s mug shot with a Pirates cap. 

The utterly gorgeous Rios hit 
.368 with an on-base percentage 
of .467 and a slugging percentage 
of .607. In 163 at-bats, Rios 
clubbed 10 homers and knocked 
in 39 runs. 

The year 2000 marked Rios’s 
first full season in the big leagues, 


providihg power and run produc¬ 
tion as a part-time substitute for 
right fielder Ellis Burks. Rios pro¬ 
vided virtually the same RBI per 
at-bat as teammates Barry Bonds, 
Burks, and Jeff Kent.

lice reports from February 
through May 26 about neighbors’ 
complaints that included state¬ 
ments that Bench & Bar patrons 
were allegedly urinating in public, 
making noise late at night, or hav¬ 
ing sex in the parking lot operated 
by Douglas Parking, which Bisbee 
says is not his property or con¬ 
cern. He has, however, hired extra 
security to enforce quiet at the bar 
and parking lot. 

The instance of alleged kissing 
between two men was spotted 
during video surveillance of the 
Bench & Bar by two police officers 
between 10:30 p.m. and 2 a.m. on 
May 25. 

“.. two male patrons loitered in 
front of the cabaret kissing and the 
security guard did not ask them to 
move along or out of the area,” ac¬ 
cording to the police report re¬ 
ferred to in the hearing notice. 

During the same surveillance 
period, Sergeant R. Crawford and 
Officer C. Del Rosario observed 
two males engaged in “possible 
sexual intercourse in a car” in the 
lot; four security guards speaking 
“loudly” with female patrons; a 
man urinating at the cabaret’s side 
entrance; a patron honking his 
horn; another urinator; and pa¬ 
trons loitering and talking loudly 
in front of the bar “during closing 
hours.” Music from the cabaret

cell with Knoller. He believes he’s 
on firm legal ground to make the 
request. 

“There is a specific exemption 
under Section 4002 of the penal 
code that permits husbands and 
wives to be housed together in a 
jail facility,” he said. “She and I 
under the penal code should be 
permitted to be living in the same 
housing unit and we have a griev¬ 
ance pending that we’re waiting 
for the response on the appeal. 
The initial response was ‘go away.’ 
We’ve taken an appeal on that and 
I understand that will probably be 
denied.” 

San Francisco Sheriff’s Depart¬ 
ment spokeswoman Eileen Hirst 
confirmed that Noel filed a griev¬ 
ance to be housed with Knoller 
but that the request was denied. 

Hirst noted that the penal code 
to which Noel refers “does not re¬ 
quire, it allows [that husbands and 
wives can be housed together] and 
we simply cannot accommodate 
that request.” 

Noel said the only way he can 
communicate directly with 
Knoller is through the mail, which 
takes at least four days because of 
the time it takes to process outside 
mail. Noel said he and Knoller are, 
in effect, the victims of reverse 
discrimination because they are a 
heterosexual couple. 

“For example, if Marjorie and I 
were a same-sex couple in this jail, 
we could be housed in the same 
cells. We could talk to one anoth¬ 
er during the day. We could sit

‘Homophobic monster’ 

Such outdoor male kissing acts 
apparently “unleash the hateful 
monster in homophpbic people 
with power,” commented Bisbee’s 
lawyer and tenant, Dan Horowitz. 
“You have to deal with them, but 
there’s nothing in the law, Consti¬ 
tution, or state Constitution that 
makes [kissing] illegal.” 

Carroll’s hearing notice said 
the OPD had contacted Bisbee 
several times about the nuisance 
complaints and activities, but they 
continued. 

Bisbee told the B.A.R. that fol¬ 
lowing complaints - to the police, 
not the cabaret - he posted signs 
in English and Spanish urging his 
patrons to keep the noise levels 
down and respect the neighbors. 
He said he also sent a letter to the 
apartment’s tenants, asking them 
to contact him if there were any 
further complaints. 

Since May 26, Bisbee said, he 
has only received two letters and 
both were complimentary. 

The surveillance observations 
noted in the hearing order were 
conducted by officers from OPD’s 
alcohol beverage action team and 
the vice detail. Officers issued ci¬ 
tations on May 26 to people 
drinking inside a vehicle in the 
Douglas Parking lot, the hearing 
order said. There was no indica¬ 
tion if people having alleged sex 


down at the tables. We could go 
back to our rooms, jump in our 
bunks, talk to one another, get 
dressed, get undressed without 
any problem. But because we’re a 
heterosexual couple, they won’t 
even let us talk to one another un¬ 
less somebody else is sitting in 
there, somebody else is watching 
us, and in most instances they re¬ 
quire that we get a court order so 
that we can sit down and talk to 
one another and it’s simply be¬ 
cause I’m male and she’s female 
and we’re married.” 

Noel’s 45-minute interview 
with the B.A.R. was interrupted at 
about 9 a.m. by the jail supervisor 
who informed him that his lawyer 
was downstairs to see him. The at¬ 
torney, Bruce Hotchkiss, was 
probably prompted by an inter¬ 
view Noel did the night before 
with KTVU. It was his first inter¬ 
view since his arrest in March. 

“I think one of the things he’s 
going to be talking about is that 
I’m even talking to you,” said 
Noel, adding that he didn’t think 
he would be talking to any other 
reporters. 

Noel was very outspoken in the 
press after the January 26 attack 
but he stopped talking to re¬ 
porters after his arrest. Prosecu¬ 
tors and Hotchkiss have subpoe¬ 
naed local television stations for 
copies of broadcast interviews 
with Noel and Knoller. The cou¬ 
ple’s statements to the media 
about the incident may play a sig¬ 
nificant role in the case. 

Noel is being charged with in¬ 
voluntary manslaughter. Knoller, 
who was with the two Presa Ca- 
nario dogs during the January 26

Restaurant issue 

The hearing notice also said 
the OPD had complained that 
Bisbee was violating a full-service 
restaurant requirement under 
zoning laws.

The OPD’s Sergeant Brock, 
acting lieutenant in the vice unit, 
said he could see no reason why 
the kissing should have been list¬ 
ed: “I’ve been 19 years on the po¬ 
lice force, and it’s not a problem. 
I’ve never seen anything like this, 
and I don’t know why it’s on the 
report. Kissing by people of any 
sex [is fine] as long as it’s with dis¬ 
cretion, [i.e.] no oral sex.” 

During the phone interview, 
Brock checked with Sergeant 
Crawford, currently with the de¬ 
partment’s special operations 
unit. He said Crawford shared his 
view that there should be no com¬ 
plaint about the men kissing. 

“I do regular surveillance re¬ 
ports, and document everything I 
see,” Brock told the B.A.R. “I’m 
surprised it’s in the complaint. It 
stands out to me as well.” ▼

attack, faces a charge of second- 
degree murder. The couple is also 
being charged with keeping a mis¬ 
chievous animal that killed a 
human being. They are in jail on 
a combined bail of $3 million. 

Hotchkiss and Knoller’s attor¬ 
ney, Jan Lecklikner, have their 
work cut out for them. Prosecu¬ 
tors allege the couple had ample 
warning that the dogs were dan¬ 
gerous before the attack and did 
nothing to mitigate that danger. 
Several people have come forward 
to describe run-ins with the dogs. 
Whipple’s friends say one of the 
couple’s dogs had bitten her once 
before. 

Noel and Knoller unleashed a 
public relations nightmare on 
themselves when they released an 
18-page letter they sent to District 
Attorney Terence Hallinan on 
January 31 in which they ques¬ 
tioned whether Whipple may 
have provoked the attack by wear¬ 
ing a pheromone-based scent or 
by taking steroids. The couple 
also suggested that Whipple could 
have easily taken herself out of 
harm’s way if she had simply en¬ 
tered her apartment and shut the 
door when the canines first began 
to attack, a charge that’s vigor¬ 
ously refuted by Whipple’s sup¬ 
porters. 

The couple’s comments infuri¬ 
ated many. They were vilified on 
talk shows and in newspaper edi¬ 
torials in the Bay Area and around 
the country. The case has generat¬ 
ed international media attention. 

The criminal case is slated to 
go to trial October 22. No trial 
date has bee.n set yet for the 
wrongful death suits. ▼

'Save It for the Stage: The Life of Reilly' opens at the New Conservatory Theatre Center

harles Nelson Reilly never came out of the 
closet. How could he? He is closetless. 

“If anyone didn’t know I was gay, there 
must be something wrong with them,” said 
the actor, director, teacher and game-show 
staple. “But I was never a gay person. There are just 
too many labels in the world.” 

Nevertheless, the irrepressible Reilly is in town to 
perform his autobiographical one-man show as part 
of the New Conservatory Theatre Center’s season of 
gay-themed attractions. This is the first time Save It 
for the Stage: The Life of Reilly has been done at any¬ 
thing other than a general-audience theater. 

“I’m not a gay activist,” Reilly said in his distinc¬ 
tive raspy whine. “I’m a gay passivist.” But he thinks 
that just by being himself, which means being obvi¬ 


ous, has made its own statement. “Ellen DeGeneres 
and all that,” he growled, “I don’t believe in that. I 
think that so many people choose gayness as a rea¬ 
son to be thwarted or hurt. I never made a big deal 
about it.” 

Reilly has been partnered with Patrick Hughes, 
who designed the set for his one-man show, for 
more than 20 years, but Reilly isn’t clamoring for of¬ 
ficial recognition of the union. “What we have is be¬ 
yond legal,” he said. 

Reilly is 70 (and not an exactly young 70), and 
after he shambled into the theater for an interview, 
he broke into a coughing fit that an inhaler finally 
subdued. “I’ve got two artificial hips and asthma,” 
he said. “But I keep going on despite the rumors that 
I’ve been dead for years.” 

Reilly knows every joke that he’s been made the 
butt of, and he if doesn’t, he’s eager to hear about it.

Elton John and Tim Rice do 'Aida'

I ost theater people can tell 
i you the moment they saw 
their destiny. And often it 
happened when they saw a musi¬ 
cal as a child. Sometimes it’s one 
of the greats like Gypsy, West Side 
Story, or A Chorus Line, but many 
of these stories focus on also-rans 
that still had the power of theatri¬ 
cal enchantment. 

It is unlikely that in 10 or 20 
years anyone will be citing Dis¬ 
ney’s Aida as the epiphanic mo¬ 
ment that inspired a career. This 
may seem an oblique criticism of 
the touring musical currently at 


the Orpheum, but it may help 
identify why this slick attraction 
fails to sustain any sort of fire. 
Vicariously speaking, I wouldn’t 
want to be anybody on that stage. 

Which is not to say there aren’t 
good performers on the stage. At 
least one, the single-named Si¬ 
mone as Aida, commands atten¬ 
tion with a performance that is 
both severe and magnetic, and 
with an electric voice that can 
probably be heard on BART trains 
as they pass under the theater. 

But the show itself, a Broadway 
hit despite downbeat reviews, 
finds little momentum in its col¬ 
lection of scenes that may occa¬ 
sionally spark interest. Many 


hands went into creating Aida, 
which faced a major overhaul 
after a failed pre-Broadway run in 
Atlanta, and a corporate haze 
hangs heavy over the stage. 

Based on the same ancient 
Egyptian legend that inspired 
Verdi’s opera 130 years ago, the 
story has been given a contempo¬ 
rary kick. Bob Crowley’s costumes 
are a mix of old and mod. Wayne 
Cilento’s dance moves are more 
hip-hop than King Tut. And Elton 
John and Tim Rice’s score is, well, 
unmistakably of the John. 

The first version of the libretto, 
by Beauty and the Beast’s Linda 
Woolverton, was goosed up by di¬ 
rector Robert Falls and M. Butter¬ 
fly playwright David Henry 
Hwang, and the final results 
heavy-handedly layer on all sorts 
of contemporary sociology to the 
ancient story. The musical has a 
social conscience by committee. 

By casting the oppressive 
Egyptians with white actors and 
the noble, enslaved Nubians with 
black actors, the show scores its 
kneejerk points without having to 
dig deep. Aida is a Nubian 
princess captured by the Egyp¬ 
tians who catches the eye of an 
Egyptian general slightly more 
humane than his cruel colleagues. 
The love affair that ensues brings 
about predictably tragic results,

though the musical’s contempo¬ 
rary framing device manages to 
pull off a belated happy ending. 

Simone’s powerful perfor¬ 
mance at Aida is unfortunately not 
matched by Patrick Cassidy as 
Radames. Cassidy, a weak per¬ 
former without a compensatory 
hunkiness, looks more like a jani¬ 
tor than a general in his red jump¬ 
suit. With comic shrillness, Kelli 
Fournier provides comic relief as 
the Pharaoh’s anachronistically 


valley-girl daughter. 

Aida is part cartoon, part drama 
that aspires to a social seriousness 
which isn’t earned. In that, it is less 
noble than a slice of mindless en¬ 
tertainment that really knows how 
to touch an audience. ▼

Silvers or Lane to save the day, and 
the results are rather desultory in 
director Dyan McBride’s produc¬ 
tion. (Is it my imagination, or 
have 42nd Street Moon produc¬ 
tions been backsliding in quality 
in the past year?) 

Bob Greene, who made for a 
perfectly acceptable Fiorello a 
couple of years ago, doesn’t have 
the kind of wiseguy charm to in¬ 
flate this role tailor-made for Sil¬ 
vers. Greene is at his best when 
he’s not trying too hard to be 
funny, and “All of My Life,” an in¬ 
trospective aria reminiscent of 
“Rose’s Turn” from Gypsy, finds 
him at his best. 

Greene plays Hubie Cram, a 
schemer with an aversion to work 
and a wife who is growing weary 
of her husband’s irresponsible 
ways. Kay Cram is an underwrit¬ 
ten role of thankless predictabili¬ 
ty that Nancy Walker presumably 
enlivened in the original produc¬ 


tion but that Lisa Peers does not 
in this production. 

Somewhat more appealing is 
the perfunctory young-lovers 
subplot, thanks to performers 
Patrick Leveque and Jessica Jack- 
son. Leveque has a respectable 
voice as a music executive, and if 
this well-favored actor is still a 
mite callow to be playing a sea¬ 
soned rou£, he is at least in the 
right ballpark. Jackson, as a 
singing discovery, has a pleasing 
voice and an invitingly quirky 
matter. It’s too bad she’s been out¬ 
fitted in such a frumpy manner. 

There can be gold in Broad¬ 
way’s dross, but the trick is in how 
to mine it. In this case, 42nd Street 
Moon has not struck it rich. T

'Do Re Mi' at Eureka Theatre

If t’s hard to believe that just a 
m year after Jule Styne composed 
it Gypsy, in which every song is 
memorable, he wrote Do Re Mi, in 
which hardly any song is. The sin¬ 
gle exception is “Make Someone 
Happy,” which arrives with the 
random happenstance of a song 
on a jukebox. 

In fact, this jerrybuilt 1960 
musical is about the jukebox busi¬ 
ness, at least until librettist Garson 
Kanin forgets that fact, and it 
seems to exist in a world in which 
Oklahoma!, Carousel, West Side 
Story and Gypsy never happened. 
Created as a vehicle for Phil Sil¬ 
vers, it survived for a year on his 
goodwill before disappearing 
from the planet for 40 years. 

Last year, the Encores! series in 
New York dusted it off, and with 
Nathan Lane investing his consid¬ 
erable shtick in the Silvers role, 
charms were again found in the 
musical’s cheesy ways. Unfortu¬ 
nately, 42nd Street Moon has no

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Gotta sing, gotta dance 

Donna McKechnie plays the Alcazar

D onna McKechnie used to 
think of herself as a “dys¬ 
functional Doris Day,” 
someone whose cheery demeanor 
masked a peck of troubles. But 
now that the Tony Award-win¬ 
ning sensation from A Chorus 
Line has conquered many of her 
demons, she’s decided 
to put them onstage. 

With Broadway as its 
planned destination, 
McKechnie’s Inside the 
Music opens a six-per¬ 
formance run Aug. 15 at 
the Alcazar Theatre. 

“If I had my choice I 
would keep it all in 
the background,” 
she said of the tra¬ 
vails of her life. “I 
use my singing and dancing as a 
way to avoid things — you know, 
keep singing, keep smiling. But I 
knew I had to go to a deeper place 
to make this more than just an¬ 
other light entertainment.” 

She talks about a childhood in 
which happiness was considered a 
sin, a traumatically unsuccessful 
marriage to Chorus Line creator 
Michael Bennett, and a depres¬ 
sion spurred by an attack of 
arthritis that had doctors telling 
her she would never dance again. 

But Inside the Music, which fea¬ 
tures just McKechnie with a three- 
piece band, is not only a cathartic 
psychodrama. Because her career 
has spanned four decades, the 
show serves as a kind of history of 
Broadway through a time of 
growth and change, and also as a 
Who’s Who of many pivotal inno¬ 
vators in the musical theater. 

She arrived in New York when 
the traditional musical comedy 
still held sway, making her Broad¬ 
way debut in the chorus of How to 


Succeed in Business Without Real¬ 
ly Trying. She was there when 
Broadway found a pop voice in 
Promises, Promises, and when 
Sondheim began pushing bound¬ 
aries in Company. And of course 
she was a participant in the cre¬ 
ation and subsequent success of A 
Chorus Line. 

“I was spoiled by the best,” she 
said. “People like Bob Fosse and 
Abe Burrows and Hal 
Prince and Michael 
Bennett would always 
be breaking new 
ground, and they were 
excited about it every¬ 
day. Today it seems to 
be more about market¬ 
ing than risk-taking.” 
The musical 
numbers in Inside 
the Music include a 
sampling of songs 
from her shows, including “Music 
and the Mirror,” her signature 
solo from A Chorus Line. “Nervy, 
huh?” the 58-year-old performer 
said with a laugh. “And I pretty 
much do the whole thing.” 

There are also non-theatrical 
songs that she performs because 
they make an interesting com¬ 
mentary on the various chapters 
of her life. Playwright Christopher 
Durang helped McKechnie struc¬ 
ture the piece, and he molded her 
words and thoughts into a script. 

Durang is best known for his 
absurdly comic looks at family 
life, and McKechnie said that’s ex¬ 
actly why she chose him. “I felt 
that my family life was absurd in 
its own way,” she said. “I started 
out by being this little student bal¬ 
lerina against the backdrop of a 
Calvinist Scottish grandfather. I 
wanted a writer who could be off- 
the-wall because it’s insane to be 
raised like that.” 

McKechnie has been working 
on her autobiographical show for 


five years, but it’s hardly her only 
creative outlet. Earlier this year 
she starred in regional-theater 
productions of Gypsy and A Little 
■Night Music, and as soon as her 
run in San Francisco is over, she is 
heading to Connecticut to star in 
a musical version of Come Back, 
Little Sheba. And then it’s off to 
London for a concert version of a 
new musical about Ginger 
Rodgers and her complicated re¬ 
lationship with her powerful 
mother, the role that McKechnie 
will play. 

When she has time, McKech¬ 
nie teaches theater classes in New 
York. She likes to tell her students 
that “being in theater is a brutal 
career choice, third maybe to box¬ 
ing and prostitution.” 

“It’s my way of getting their at¬ 
tention,” she said, “but I feel I have 
to let them know that you have to 
expect to be rejected on some 
level every day of your life. 

“When I was younger, I would 
say to myself that I just don’t have 
the personality for this. A few 
years ago I really had to look at 
myself in the mirror and be hon¬ 
est and say, ‘What do you want to 
do with your life?’ I wasn’t work¬ 
ing as much as I should, and I was 
very discouraged. 

“And I realized that if I was 
going to stay in this world that I 
had to be happy with what choic¬ 
es I made, and I thought, forget 
about show business, you know, 
as a business. I just want to per¬ 
form and sing and dance. I had to 
acknowledge to myself how much 
I really love it.”

S hane Kelly is one of the 
sweetest, most generous gals 
on the local jazz/cabaret 
scene. She has been performing 
for over 15 years in Chicago, New 
York, Africa, and Paris, in sophis¬ 
ticated supper clubs, and as a 
soloist with the All-Atlanta 
Gospel Chorus and the Atlanta 
Symphony Orchestra.

Kelly 
refers to the eponymous album as 
“a dream come true,” and she’s 
pulling out all the stops on Sun¬ 
day, August 19,7 p.m. at the Cow¬ 
ell Theater in Fort Mason. Partial 


proceeds from the CD release 
party go to the Oaktown Jazz 
Workshops which promote musi¬ 
cal education and youth partici¬ 
pation in jazz as an artform. 

Kelly will be performing songs 
from the album featuring her 
seven-piece jazz combo. To show¬ 
case her considerable talents, Kelly 
has engaged Jeffrey Chin, whose 
astute arrangements and lush or¬ 
chestrations are perfectly suited to 
her rich, warm vocals. Her 
smooth, husky voice meanders 
through many melodic moods as 
it wraps itself around such well- 
chosen jazz standards as the love¬ 
ly and languorous “Lazy After¬ 
noon,” “My Foolish Heart,” and 
“Love is a Simple Thing.” 

Just to spice things up, this 
fun-loving vocalist has included 
such unlikely cuts as the sultry 
“Ten Minutes Ago” from Rodgers 
and Hammerstein’s Cinderella, 
the sexy “Come by Sunday” by 
Murray Grand, and Bacharach 
and David’s seductive “The Look 
of Love.”

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A peak affair 


'Ansel Adams at 100' opens at SFMOMA

H like my mountains to look like 
f| men — rugged, hard-bodied, 
1 and a challenge to mount. 
When I see a peak, I see potential 
routes up to a dramatic climax. 
The more difficult the climb, the 
more orgasmic the experience. Of 
course, prior to any attempt at 
conquest, the way up must be 
carefully surveyed, so typically I 
accord photographs of peaks — 
whether in mountaineering jour¬ 
nals or on the walls of SFMOMA 

— the same loving scrutiny 
straight men give pictures of Play¬ 
boy models. While I’m at it, I also 
closely inspect the surroundings 

— the windblown trees, the ice- 
encrusted streams, the lichen-cov¬ 
ered stones — as any man will do 
in the boudoir of his lover. 

Ansel Adams has provided 
more mountain centerfolds than 
probably any mountaineering/na¬ 
ture photographer ever, and you 
can see them all nicely (i.e. conser¬ 
vatively) displayed at the SFMO¬ 
MA exhibition Ansel Adams at 100, 
which opened August 4 and runs 
through January 13. The work was 
curated by a great eminence in the 
photo-art world, John Szarkowski, 
who was director of the photogra¬ 
phy department of New York’s 
MoMAfrom 1962-1991. 

In his prime, when Adams was 
most active in the outdoors, he 
brought a zest for mountaineer¬ 
ing to his photographic work, and 
he consistently turned out images 
of superior technical quality — as 
pure, pristine and crystal clear as 
the wilderness landscapes them¬ 
selves, as Adams demanded. He 
was a master technician, and the 
key to his success was not just in 
being the first to photograph a 
particular peak, but the one who 
captured the best shots of those 
peaks, and then developed his 
prints to the highest possible stan¬ 
dards of perfection. 

His forms are sleek, sensuous,

seductive, and presented in all 
their naked glory at SFMOMA. 
Adams loved those Sierra Nevada 
peaks — I imagine as women, if 
he sexualized them at all — and 
worked tirelessly at capturing 
every nuance of their delicate, 
subtle forms. Seeing his original 
prints spread out with great digni¬ 
ty and formality on the walls of 
SFMOMA reminded me, for some 
odd reason, of classy peep shows 
where one views gorgeous body 
after gorgeous body, the display of 
beauty leaving you panting. 

Mountains' majesty 

At times I also like my moun¬ 
tains soft and willowy, warm and 
completely enfolding. That sort of 
temperament can only be come 
upon by chance in the great out¬ 
doors, and capturing it on film is 
an art of the highest order. Adams 
routinely captured that and 
countless other mountain moods, 
as well or probably better than any 
mountaineering photographer be¬ 


through attention to specific places 
and objects. He, like Muir, treated 
the wilderness as a spiritual home, 
and mountains as cathedrals. He 
worshipped idols. 

Adams was conflicted, like so 
many conservationists of his day. 
On the one hand he worked tak¬ 
ing photographs for mining com¬ 
panies and other industrial inter¬ 
ests. At the same time, he worked 
to preserve and protect the wild 
places he truly loved. His art de¬ 
veloped to its fine degree because 
he was driven, as all mountaineers 
are, to conquer peak after peak, to 
be the first to a lofty place from 
which he could look out across 
creation and claim it as his own. 
But while his friends and contem¬ 
poraries David Brower, Dick 
Leonard, Glen Dawson, and Be- 
stor Robinson were making all the 
notable first ascents, Adams was 
making the even more notable — 
and enduring — images of the 
peaks being conquered. 

To truly appreciate Adams, you 
must appreciate how difficult it 
was, especially in the 1930s and 
’40s, to journey deep into the Sier¬ 
ra, often with pack mules and a 
hundred or so fellow backpackers 
on a Sierra Club outing. You must 
be familiar with the old Sierra 
Club Bulletins in which Adams’ 
work first appeared, with their 
quaint mountaineering essays and 
black-and-white plates. You must 
know that Adams tangled fa¬ 
mously with his editor at the Sier¬ 
ra Club, David Brower, who was 
as wildly liberal and daring in his 
way of doing things as Adams was 
conservative and cautious. To¬ 
gether they rocked the conserva¬ 
tion world, built a lasting envi¬ 
ronmental movement, and car¬ 
ried on the spirit of John Muir. 

While I adore all the Adams 
images now on display at SFMO- 
MA’s big centennial retrospective 
of the San Francisco native’s work 
(Adams was born here in 1902), 
and appreciate them being nicely 
organized in one section of the 
museum’s 4th floor, in that sterile 
environment, they don’t generate 
a lot of heat. It’s hard to look at 
Adams’ photographs there with¬ 
out thinking about the publish¬ 
ing/marketing decisions that have 
led to Adams’ photographs being 
massively reproduced and dis¬ 
seminated for decades, so out of 
context — so out of touch with 
the wilderness realm that inspired 
them — that today they work al¬ 
most as much as nostalgic kitsch 
as inspiration. V 


fore or since. His name is revered 
in circles of mountaineering pho¬ 
tographers, virtually all of whom 
in the past 60 years owe a debt to 
Adams. He, more than anyone ex¬ 
cept writer/naturalist John Muir, 
conveyed the character of moun¬ 
tains in a way that moved people 
both spiritually and emotionally, 
without hammering them over 
the head with religion. Especially 
in the early years of his long career, 
he was exquisitely subtle in his 
mountain portrayals; in his ren¬ 
derings, you could perceive traces 
of femininity and masculinity 
where others found only stone 
and wind-swept vistas. 

The problem with Ansel Adams 
is that his work has become cliche 
and cheapened in value through 
gross overexposure. His images 
have spread widely among those 
who have little or no personal con¬ 
nection with the places Adams 
worshipped. His art is not abstract, 
it’s enormously concrete, attempt¬ 
ing to signify universal truths 
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Sometimes a little trip 

can change everything.

Captivating ' Felix' at the Castro Theatre 


by Tavo Amador 


T he road picture, from It 
Happened One Night to Easy 
Rider to Harry and Tonto, 
has been a film staple almost 
from the beginning of the movies. 
Seldom has the genre’s potential 
been as effectively realized as in 
the French The Adventures of 
Felix, which was featured at the 
San Francisco International Les¬ 
bian & Gay Film Festival earlier 
this summer. This utterly delight¬ 
ful and captivating film returns to 
the Castro Theatre on August 10, 
running through August 16. 

The plot, like that of a pi¬ 
caresque novel, is slight. Felix (the 
remarkably charismatic Sami 
Bouajila), 30, half French and half 
Arab, loses his job as a dock- 
worker in the Normandy beach- 
town of Dieppe. His mother has 
recently died, and while going 
through her papers, he finds let¬ 
ters from his father in Marseilles. 
The letters pique his curiosity, be¬ 
cause he has never met the man 
and did not know he had re¬ 
mained in touch with his mother. 
He tells his lover Daniel (Pierre- 
Loup Rajot) that he wants to see 
what his father, this stranger, 
looks like. Daniel, a teacher, does¬ 
n’t think this is such a good idea. 
Although he fails to persuade 
Felix against making the journey, 
he agrees to meet him in Mar¬ 
seilles in a week. 

En route, Felix witnesses a mur¬ 
der. His attempts to get the police 
involved are unsuccessful, and he is 
threatened by the killer. He escapes, 
and the rest of his journey is far 
more pleasant. He fantasizes about 
an imaginary family, starting with 
a younger brother, then adding a 
grandmother, a cousin, a sister, and 
of course, his father. These fantasies 
are blended with his real-life en¬ 
counters: one with the 17-year-old 
Jules (the appealing Charley Serue) 
in Rouen, who falls in love with 
him; with the elderly widow played 
with great warmth and candor by 
veteran French chanteuse Pata- 
chou; an erotic interlude with a 
hunky railroad worker (Philippe 
Garziano); a moving one with a 
woman (Ariane Ascaride) and her 
three children; and, finally, an in-

terlude with an older fisherman 
(Maurice Benichou). 

Kissing ‘cousins’ 

Although Felix is not an intel¬ 
lectual, he is intelligent. He seems 
so sure of who he is that people 
open up to him, telling him things 
that they have never revealed to 
anyone before. But these ex¬ 
changes are spiced with humor, 
especially the one involving his 
“grandmother.” Each encounter 
shows a different side of him, yet 
he is consistent in who he is. Felix 
has needs, but is not needy. The 
handsome, sexy and charming 
Bouajila makes Felix an extraor¬ 
dinarily likable character. He has 
a confident eroticism that is free 
of narcissism or arrogance. The 
love scenes with Daniel and with 
his “cousin,” his sympathetic un¬ 
derstanding of why his 17-year- 
old “little brother” is sexually at¬ 
tracted to him, and his way of 
dealing with the youth’s advances 


are highly erotic, yet warm and 
authentic. The perfectly cast 
Bouajila gives a remarkably nat¬ 
ural and engaging performance. 
Fortunately, he is in every scene. 
His reunion with Daniel is so un¬ 
affectedly played that the viewer 
believes they are lovers in real life 
as well as on screen. The rest of 
the actors are also excellent. 

Co-directors and writers Olivi¬ 
er Ducastel and Jacques Mar- 
tineau deftly touch on living with 
HIV/AIDS, safe sex, and the 
charms and limitations of rural 
French life. Felix walks, hitch¬ 
hikes, “borrows” a car, and takes 
the occasional train to get to his 
Southern destination, which af¬ 
fords the viewer a look at the lush 
French countryside in spring. The 
music, including two songs writ¬ 
ten and sung in French by Blos¬ 
som Dearie, is terrific. 

If you didn’t catch this film the 
first time around, rush to the Cas¬ 
tro Theatre to see it now. ▼

in the middle of this field, and we 
told the actors that people would 
be able to see them from the road, 
but not to think about that. It was 
difficult for Philippe because he 
had just two days of work on the 
film, and this was the second day. 
But we met several times before 
shooting, and he said he was very 
comfortable with his body. 

OD: And now we know why. 1

eling from the north to the south 
of France. He starts making deci¬ 
sions that delay his arrival in Mar¬ 
seilles, and unexpected things also 
happen to him along the way. 
These two factors combine to 
make him question his motives 
and maybe think it isn’t necessary 
to see his father at all. 

How long have the two of you * 
been together as a couple? 

JM: Six years. 

Has being a gay couple had an 
impact on your ability to work in 
French cinema? Has it been a 
plus or a minus? 

OD: I think in the beginning it 
was a minus, because people think 
it’s weird to work with your part¬ 
ner, especially since Jacques and I 
come from different backgrounds. 
Jacques is from the teaching 
branch of film, and I’m from the 
technical branch. Neither of us 
was an obvious candidate for 
movie director. Some people 
thought I was using him, and oth¬ 
ers thought he was using me. And 
both of these things were true. 

JM: And who cares either way? 

OD: It worked very well. It was 
difficult preparing our first film 
Jeanne and the Perfect Guy, but we 
were very determined and united. 
Our producers were very skepti¬ 
cal, but those close to us were sup¬ 
portive, they know just how it 
works between us. Now I think 
being a gay couple actually helps 
us. People see us as one unit now. 

JM: When Felix was released in 
France, we did so many inter¬ 
views. It was obvious that many of 
the French journalists just wanted 
to see us. I think a lot of people 
who work in television think it’s 
funny; we are a curiosity. We’re 
the only gay couple working to¬ 
gether like this in French cinema, 
or maybe in the world. It may not 
last forever, but right now, for 
some reason, people seem to like 
us. V

marry your cousin. 

In our country, it happens all the 
time, especially in the South, 
where sometimes they're only 14 
years old. 

In your movie, Felix takes 
daily HIV medications, but this is 
only a small part of your film, 


and it's almost never discussed. 
There is a great scene in the wait¬ 
ing room of a doctor's office 
where Felix and two other pa¬ 
tients discuss their meds. The 
woman remarks that she is on 
only a two-drug therapy, and she 
wants to keep the three-drug or 
four-drug therapies for the future 
so she has something to look for¬ 
ward to. It's a very funny mo¬ 
ment, but very touching as well. 

JM: Yes, it’s also somewhat 
scary, because she knows she may 
have more and more problems 
that will require other medica¬ 
tions. It was a scene that was taken 
from real life. 

Felix is what we call a road pic¬ 
ture, and road pictures are always 
about the journey, not the desti¬ 
nation. How would you describe 
Felix's inner journey during this 
film? 

OD: His decision to search for 
his birth-father is a spontaneous 
one, made without much 
thought. He only really begins to 
think about it after he starts trav-

Over her head 

Tilda Swinton explores 'The Deep End'

E very actor brings personal 
qualities to a role that com¬ 
plement, and often tran¬ 
scend, the material they are given. 
With Tilda Swinton {Orlando), 
the quality you can always count 
on is intelligence. It’s simply not 
possible to imagine Swinton as a 
frivolous airhead or girlie bimbo. 
And all of Swinton’s native gravi- 
tas is required in The Deep End, a 
mystery thriller she carries on her 
pale shoulders with more aplomb 
than the material deserves. 

Margaret Hall (Swinton) is a 
Lake Tahoe housewife who lives 
with her 17-year-old son beau 
(Jonathan Tucker), two young 
children, and her father-in-law 
Jack Hall (Peter Donat). Mar¬ 
garet’s husband, a naval officer, is 
away at sea when she discovers 
Beau is having an affair with a gay 
man in Reno. The film opens as 
the dutiful Margaret travels to 
The Deep End, a Reno gay bar, to 
confront her son’s male lover, 
Darby (Josh Lucas), and warn 
him to stay away from her son. 
The next time she sees Darby, his 
body is impaled on an anchor, on 
the beach in front of her family’s 
lakefront home. 

Assuming young Beau was 


somehow involved in Darby’s 
death, Margaret moves the body to 
another part of the lake to deflect 
suspicion from her son. But just 
after the police discover the body 
in its new location, Alex (Goran 
Visnjic) appears on Margaret’s 
doorstep with a graphic videotape 
of Beau and the deceased man 
having sex. It may be purchased 
from Alex for $50,000. Margaret is 
not having a good week. 

The Deep End is based on a 
novel, The Blank Wall, by Eliza¬ 
beth Sanxay Holding. The film is 
written, produced, and directed by 
Scott McGehee and David Siegel 
with a minimum of banging doors 
and actors jumping out from be¬ 
hind curtains. As directors, they 
manage an even-handed tone 
which serves the subject matter 
well. But as writers, they create so 
many implausible plot turns, and 
leave so many holes in the story, 
that they undercut the good work 
of the actors and their talented 
cinematographer, Giles Nuttgens. 

Margaret, who lives on one of 
the deepest lakes in the world, 
puts Darby’s body in her boat and 
motors it to a nearby shore, where 
she leaves it in about four feet of 
crystal clear water. You can see the 
whites of Darby’s eyes from the 
surface of the lake. Why an other¬ 
wise intelligent woman would do 


something like this defies logic. 
What is the relationship of the 
blackmailer Alex to. his partner- 
in-crime, and to the deceased? 
How did they come by the video¬ 
tape, and how did they know 
where to find Margaret? And how 
will Margaret and Beau be able to 
explain their connection to the 
blackmailers in the final scene, 
when they are tooling around the 
lake in Alex’s car? 

The Deep End nicely diverges 
from the traditional mystery 
thriller in its depiction of the 
growing connection between 
Margaret and her blackmailer 
Alex, and in its portrayal of the 
mutual love and devotion that 
exist between this mother and her 
gay son. And it hints at the com¬ 
plex series of emotions a mother 
must confront when learning that 
her son is gay, knowing she must 
share this fact with an absentee fa¬ 
ther who is in the military. Yet de¬ 
spite the good efforts of the cast, 
the story sinks under the weight 
of its own implausibility. All the 
participants emerge from The 
Deep End with their dignity in¬ 
tact, but the overall result remains 
a disappointment. ▼

Asian fusion 

T he new wave in Asian underground sounds is coming to Stern 
Grove Festival this Sunday, and if you’re at all progressive and 
worldly in your music tastes, you’ll want to be there. I mention 
this gig in particular because the sound and the artists — Zakir Hus¬ 
sain, Karsh Kale, Ustad Sultan Khan, Bill Laswell, and Talvin Singh 
— are among my favorites in the electronic world-beat genre. 
They’ve influenced many a great local deejay, including our own DJ 
KJ (Keshav Jiwnani — not Karaoke Jockey), who spins- some of the 
fiercest Asian fusion trance/dance sets you’ll find anywhere in town, 
as does celebrated recording artist/DJ Cheb i Sabbah. Local legend 
DJ Logos mixes a goodly amount of this vibe into his Solstice Party 
sets (you can always catch Logos Saturday nights at Club 220). For 
the genuine live article, however, this concert can’t be beat. 

The presence of two of the world’s most impressive tabla players 
lends special weight to the performance. Zakir Hussain’s father, 
Ustad Allarakha, helped introduce the table to the West in the 1960s 
with Ravi Shankar. Fie shared a 1992 Grammy award for Best World 
Music Album with Mickey Hart for Planet Drum, and has collabo¬ 
rated with an impressive list of artists. 

Karsh Kale ( Realize, Six Degrees Records; Tabla Beat Science: Tala 
Matrix, Tabla Beat Science: Tala Matrix, with Singh and Hussain), 
born in the UK of Indian parents and raised in America, has lit up 
the New York underground with his DJ and live electric-tabla sets 
for his bi-weekly event Futureproof, where Indian classical, drum ‘n’ 
bass and ambient influences merge. 

One of the most haunting Asian sounds comes from the sarangi, 
a multi-stringed instrument with an almost human voice. At Stern 
Grove, master sarangi player and vocalist Sultan Khan (who played 
with Cheb i Sabbah on the Six Degrees/Rykodisc album Shri Durga), 
will be on hand to deliver that unparalleled sound in its purest form, 
augmented by the ensemble’s 
dazzling electronic wizardry. 

Talvin Singh is a hot, hot in¬ 
strumentalist and producer, and 
the personal embodiment of the 
Asian fusion style. A native of 
London’s East End, with roots in 
India, he uses his classical tabla 
and percussion training to cre¬ 
ate an elegant hybrid of Indian 
bhangra and drum ’n’ bass. He 
has worked with Bjdrk, Massive 
Attack, Future Sound of Lon¬ 
don, and other leading artists in 
the world-trance sound. 

The clincher for this concert 
is the awesome presence of Bill 
Laswell, who for more than 20 
years has excelled as a musician 
(bassist) and producer, with 
some 300 albums to his credit. He has collaborated with the best, in¬ 
cluding Brian Eno, Peter Gabriel, Laurie Anderson, Herbie Hancock, 
Afrika Bambaataa and a very long list of world-music greats. 

Expect a colorful assortment of people to turn out for the Stern 
Grove concert. You’ll get the usual comers: the family crowd, clean as 
a whistle, fresh out of Sunday church; the music sophisticates, those 
who make music locally and are acutely aware of the influence that 
Laswell and Singh especially are having on world music’s increasing 
popularity; and then all the trance ravers, young global sojourners 
who very likely have danced the nights away in India (especially in 
Goa) to sounds like these, who worship these particular artists and 
go way out of their way to dance to their groovy world vibe. ▼

Ed Ruscha's collaborative printmaking is way above standard 


books (like the iconic Twenty-Six 
Gasoline Stations of 1962) are not 
on view here, but a series of black- 
and-white parking lots is. A brief 
career as a filmmaker in the 1970s 
is alluded to, but not included in 
the Wattis gift. But if you get to 
New Mexico this summer, his 
short 1975 film Miracle can be 
viewed at SITE Santa Fe, across 
the street from the James Kelly 
Contemporary installation of 
Ruscha’s latest books, which have 
the letters 3S2 or 302 printed on 
their covers, reducing the Word to 
its smallest component. 

Ruscha also appeared in Alan 
Rudolph’s Choose Mein 1984, as a 
would-be suitor to Genevieve Bu- 
jold’s Dr. Nancy Love. Take that, 
trivia fans! 

The artist, now 63, proves that 
he has lost none of his touch as an 
innovator. Some of his most re¬ 
cent works on view at the Legion 
include two holograms that pre¬ 
sent a brilliant variation on a cin¬ 
ematic theme. Two versions of 
The End from 2000 are holograms 
of Hollywood’s most common 
words floating across a generic 
image on a silver screen. T 


charming, and suddenly there will 
be a scene that’s right out of Eu¬ 
gene O’Neill or Arthur Miller. “ 

The first act deals with Reilly’s 
early years growing up in a bizarre 
family in New York, taking him up 
to his first gig in summer stock. 
One story that got edited out re¬ 
called how he proudly invited his 
parents to see him star in 
Charley’s Aunt, in which his char¬ 
acter disguises himself as a 
woman to help pull off a roman¬ 
tic ruse, only to have his mother 
pull him aside after the show. 

“She said, ‘Your father was very 
upset about the dress.’ He wasn’t 
upset about the dress. She was. A 
dress might make a sissy. We did¬ 
n’t know words like homosexual¬ 
ity.” 

The second act is “about 
laughter,” Reilly said. “I never had 
laughter in my family. So when I 
discovered laughter from seeing 
people like Bert Lahr, Bobby 
Clark, Shirley Booth, and Beatrice 
Lillie, I had to find out how they 
did that.” 

“It’s about the dream-droppers 
in his life,” said director Paul 
Linke. “He really has three or four 
shows inside him.” 

As it is, the show runs two and 
a half hours, and that’s after a 
spate of trims. “It’s sounds like 
such an egomaniacal thing be¬ 
cause you can do Clarence Dar- 
row and Emily Dickinson and 
Lincoln in 90 minutes, but for 
some reason I need all this time. 
And we’ve cut out some of the 
things that I love, like my friend¬ 
ship with Laurence Olivier.” 

We’ll have to wait to see if 
Patrick Hughes, his companion of 
21 years, has made the cut. They 
met, somewhat to Reilly’s chagrin, 
on a game show.

He’s also a connoisseur of those 
who do impressions of his sibilant 
nervous-nelly style.

Reilly is self-deprecating, and 
he has a love-hate relationship 
with the clown persona that 
brought him his fame. His game- 
show career, highlighted by a long 
run on Match Game, isn’t even 
mentioned in his one-man show. 
And most of his Broadway career, 
which included winning a Tony 
Award for How to Succeed in Busi¬ 
ness Without Really Trying and 
creating the role of Cornelius 
Hackl in Hello, Dolly!, takes just 
three minutes to review. 

“But I do spend a lot of time 
on Skyscaper [a six-month flop of 
1965] because that’s where I met 
Julie Harris,” Reilly said. “She told 
me to do more when everyone 
else was telling me to do less. She 
told me I was terrific.” 

After Skyscraper closed, Harris 
and Reilly remained friends, and 
he would stage her trademark solo 
show The Belle of Amherst. 
Though recently incapacitated 
following a stroke, Harris finished 
up a 25th-anniversary tour again 
playing Emily Dickinson earlier 
this year. And Reilly was nominat¬ 
ed for a^best-director Tony Award 
in 1997* for directing Harris and 
Charles Durning in a revival of 
The Gin Game. 

It galls him that most people 
think his career was limited to ban¬ 
tering with Brett Somers on Match 
Game. He’s also proud of his work 
as an acting teacher and coach, and 
it was a visit to San Francisco in 
1998 to give opera star Renee 
Fleming notes on her work in A 
Streetcar Named Desire that led to 
his introduction to the New Con¬ 
servatory Theatre Center. 

“The play isn’t what people 
think it’s going to be — you know, 
giddy and funny,” he said. “It is 
very funny, but not in the way you 
think it’s going to be funny. It will

Acquisition of an Archive: The 
Graphic Works of Ed Ruscha 
California Palace of the Legion of 
Honor, through October 7 

B efore Jenny Holzer sent 
electronic soundbytes 
scrambling across urban 
billboards, and before Christo¬ 
pher Wool used Words Writ Large 
in enamel paints as the subjects 
for his oversized canvases, there 
was Ed Ruscha. 

A back gallery on the main 
floor of the Legion of Honor is 
jam-packed with just a few of the 
Ruscha treasures bought for the 
Achenbach Foundation for 
Graphic Arts of the Fine Art Mu¬ 
seums by local philanthropist 
Phyllis Wattis. The grand total in 
the complete graphic archive 
numbers over 1,100, and some of 
the best are on view, displayed 
salon-style in many layers, on the 
four walls of one gallery. More 
extensive gatherings of his work 
have been exhibited previously in 
San Francisco. For those with long 
memories, SFMOMA (then 
SFMMA in Civic Center) assem¬ 
bled a retrospective, I Don’t Want 
No Retrospective - The Works of Ed 
Ruscha, in 1982. 

In a way, Ruscha (pronounced 
Rue-shay) is the straight David 
Hockney, with an Okie accent. He 
has surveyed the Southern Cali¬ 
fornian scene with the eyes of an

outsider ever since arriving there 
from his native Oklahoma in 
1956. And like Hockney, he has 
both bought into the myth of 
swimmin’ pools and movie stars, 
and still squinted at Los Angeles 
and environs through his ever-so- 
slightly cynical art. The aw-shucks 
image that he perpetuates in per¬ 
son belies the sophistication of his 
work. The artist says, “[San Fran¬ 
cisco] is the most beautiful city in 
the world, and it is a humbling ex¬ 
perience to have my archive there.” 

Some of his images are icons of 
20th-century American painting: 
his Standard Station of 1963 holds 
it own against any Edward Hop¬ 


per as American mythology, and a 
graphic 1966 version of the oil 
painting is the earliest work on 
view at the Legion. This image, in 
fact, adapted from painting to 
print, was the beginning of his 
lifelong work as a collaborative 
printmaker. Double Standard 
(done in 1969 with poet-musician 
Mason Williams) takes the visual 
word game one step farther. And 
the series News, Mews, Brews, 
Stews & Dues (1970) presents a se¬ 
rious challenge to the history of 
printmaking technology through 
its use of media such as black cur¬ 
rant-pie filling, red salmon roe, 
Bolognese sauce, Hershey’s choco-
